II. ON REFORMS. 
All genuine reforms have their foundation in pure religion. None will, or can be per- 


manent which have their basis in unregenerate human nature. That which is deformed and 
corrupt must be transformed and purified in order to become the agent of successful and 
continued reformation. 

The church of Christ is primarily the only real reforming agency the world has; and in 
proportion as she maintains the standard and spirit of pure religion is her power and in- 
fluence for all true reforms felt in the world, both directly and indirectly; but when she 
lowers the standard, and loses the spirit of true Christianity, reforms languish, and corrup- 
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tion and wrong increase and prevail. This being the case how important it is that the 
church should take her position in the vanguard of reforms, by seeing to it that she is filled 
with the Spirit of the divine Leader, who hated sin and wrong and rebuked it with unspar- 
ing severity, uncovering and revealing not only the nature of its outward manifestation, 
but its hidden and underlying spring, and applying the remedy there; and doing it all in 
the spirit that said to the wrong-doer, ‘‘While I hate aud rebuke your sin and cannot 
countenance it, yet I love you, and would deliver you fromits curse and ruin,” and who 
could say to his opposers with telling effect, ‘‘ Which of you conyinceth me of sin?’’ and of 
whom Pilate said, ‘‘ I find no fault in him,’’ though he uttered no word in self defense. 

Possessed with this spirit, the attitude of the church will be oue of perpetual hostility 
to the spirit of evil, and to all its various manifestations, from the vilest to the most pop- 
ular and respectable, as the true light reveals them. To the liquor traffic, and its attendant 
vices, she will be a relentless and uncompromising foe, fighting it with the ballot and in 
every other legitimate way, to a decided finish. 

With organized secrecy in all of :its branches she will have no fellowship, because of its 
dark and hidden ways, and its exclusive selfishness ; for she is the ‘‘light of the world ;” and 
the cross, as the symbol of self-sacrifice, is emblazoned on her standards, and is her watch- 
ward in the conflict.

Sabbath desecration gets no countenance from her, for is not “the Sabbath a delight, 
the holy of the Lord, honorable,’’ in which she is rejoiced to honor God, not doing her own 
ways, nor finding her own pleasure, nor speaking her own words?”’ 

Thus by her example, and by words of counsel and rebuke the church of the living God 
bears witness against all unrighteousness, and leads the hosts of reform in the conflict, to- 
ward certain and final victory, as she goes ‘‘forth as the morning, fair as the moon, clear as 
the sun, and terrible as an army with banners.”’

II—ON REFORMS. 


We would adhere to ‘} 142 of our Discipline which says, ‘‘We will unite with all well 
disposed persons in an open and Ohristian manner in promoting Social and Civil reforms.’’ 
Among those reforms in which we should be especially interested we note the following: \ 

' Tue Dress QuEstion—We would insist on our rule concerning dress. And while wa 
would not encourage any who would seek to impose any sort of uniform upon the people 
of God, or to bind the consciences of the pilgrims with rules of their own making concern- 
ing dress, we would ‘‘receive none into our church who have not left off superfluous orna- 
ments.’’ See 949 of Discipline. 

Drvorce—We view with alarm the increasing number of divorces granted by the 
courts. We are forced to believe that this wanton violation of the marriage vow is a pro- 
lific source of immorality, and is one of the greatest factors in filling our reform schools 
with youthful criminals. We should therefore use our best endeavors for more stringent 
divorce laws. We would call the attention of our preachers to [53 of the Discipline which 
forbids their officiating at the marriage of persons divorced on other than seriptural 
grounds, and also to [52 and 410 which forbids their receiving into the church such 
divorced persons. 

REGARD FoR ouR Discrprine—We would suggest a more careful adherence to our Dis- 
cipline, both by our preachers and members; and recommend that each one study not only 
the Discipline, but also the Digest of Free Methodist Law, by General Superintendent 
Jones. We would rebuke that which has been sometimes practiced among us, namely the 
solemnizing of matrimony by unordained preachers, which we feel is not only trifling with 
-our Discipline but tends to disparage the sacredness of the marriage relation, even if it is 
not a violation of the law of our state. 

SrcrEecy—This is no time to give way to the encroachment of oath bound secret lodgery 
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such as Free Masonry and kindred orders, which we believe to be a menace to our free in- 
A eae and contrary to the mind and teaching of him who said, ‘‘In secret have I said 
nothing”’. 

Rewation or Caprrau AND Lasor—Our church is made up for the most part of labor- 
ing people. We do not forget that Jesus said. *‘The poor have the gospel preached unto 
them,’’ and that John Wesley said, ‘‘Woe unto Methodism when rich men become a neces- 
sity unto it.”’ We will, therefore, not sanction any attempt to shape our course as a church 
so as to curry favor with the worldly rich. And while we would not in any sense seek to 
*‘do evil that good may come,’’ we do and will sympathize with the industrial classes in 
every honorable effort to secure from the greedy employer and soulless trust their rights, 
and a just compensation for their toil. 

Tospacco—We have no reason to regret the stand our church has taken for so many 
years in refusing admittance as members to those who use tobacco, and we will vigorously 
enforce our Discipline regarding the same. We rejoice in the growing sentiment against 
the use of tobacco, that so many employers have enacted rules against the use of cigar- 
ettes by their employes and that some of the leading educational] institutions have given 
their smoking students the alternative of discontinuing the use of cigarettes or quitting the 
institutions. We rejoice also in the progress being made in some sections of the country 
in enacting anti-cigarette laws, and we pledge ourselves to assist as far as in us lies in the 
enactment and enforcement of such laws. 

InTEMPERANCE—Perhaps the greatest evil that confronts us as a nation is the saloon 
evil, which corrupts politics and often controls legislation and thwarts justice. It destroys 
manhood, defiles womanhood, robs childhood of its beauty and innocence, takes more lives 
in our fair land than war and pestilence and damns more souls than any other agency of 
the devil. And as its ravages are going on without abatement, 100,000 of some body’s boys 
and girls must be sacrificed each year to take the places of those who are slaughtered by 
those who conduct this diabolical traffic. We will, therefore, by the grace of God, use our 
best endeavor to encourage total abstinence, especially among the young; to offer to the 
drunkard his only hope—salvation from sin through the gospel of Christ, and to bring 
about the utter prohibition of the liquor business. We feel that any political party that 
caters to the whiskey element or fails to take its stand squarely against this monster evil is 
unworthy of the support of God’s people. While we do not believe it is the province of the 
ehurch to seek to control the ballots of its members, we fail to see how any Christian can 
under present conditions support any other national political party than the Prohibition 


party.

General Superintendent E. P. Hart preached with power. His presence was a great 
inspiration to all. All the meetings were largely attended and much of the power of God 
was manifest.

The receipts of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society showed a 
substantial gain. A collection of 35 cents was ordered taken the first quarter for home 
missions. The conference collections were ordered taken in the following order: First 
quarter, Home and General Missions; second quarter, General Superintendents’ claim;

The collections were large and spontaneous. About $3,000 was raised for Seattle Sem- 
inary. J. Burrows, William Miliican and A. Beers were elected trustees for Seattle Seminary 
for a term of three years. All go to the work with hearts aglow, looking for this coming 
year to be the best in the history of the conference. 





REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I. ON PUBLICATIONS. 


Your committee on publications beg leave to submit the following report: The term 
“publication,” means the act of publishing, or making known, notification to the people 
at large, either by words, writing, printing or proclamation. When we consider the fact 
that there never was a time in the history of the world when the ‘press’ was as active and 
powerful as to-day, and that the vast number of publications, which are daily sent out, are 
eagerly read by more men, women and children than in any period of the past; and that 
these periodicals daily carry to the reader an influence that will make him either better or 
worse; a message of life or death, with power to mould the character for heaven or hell, 
should we not as Ohristians in view of these things and the increased responsibility imposed 
upon us, thereby awake to greater diligence and sacrifice in spreading a pure literature? 

The framers of our Discipline, recognizing the evil influence of impure publications on 
the soul. have in the general rules prohibited the members from ‘‘reading those books which 
do not tend to the knowledge or love of God.’”’ Bacon says, ‘‘Reading maketh a man full,” 
and we might inquire ‘full’’ of what? And the answer would depend upon the character 
of what you read. If it be impure literature, it may fill you with doubt and sin and with 
remorse here and with despair in the worldto come. Infidel books, dime novels, and trashy 
literature in general, have cursed the world with a Thomas Paine and a Robert Ingersol ; 
and if the testimony of scores of men and boys be credited, who have spoken to us from 
penitentiary and gallows, it has led to robbery, murder and to hell. Disraeli says, ‘‘Liter- 
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ature is an avenue to glory ;’’ but we must qualify this statement by saying, if impure it is 
an avenue to ruin. Emerson says, ‘‘All literature writes the character of the wise man He 
but again we must dissent from so broad a statement, by saying, if it be impure in God’s 
sight it writes the character of the fool. ; 

One has said, ‘‘I am a part of all I ever read.’’ If this statement be true it shows how 
what we read is incorporated into character, or goes to make up what we are. Therefore, 
we see the importance of wholesome publications. We stand with Macaulay for a literature 
that ‘‘consoles sorrow, or assuages pain, that brings gladness to the eyes which fail with 
wakefulness and tears.” We believe with De Quincy, first, in the literature of knowledge, 
and second, in the literature of power. The function of the first is to teach, the function of 
the second ia to move; the first is a rudder, the second is an oar or sail.’’ We believe in the 
kind that instructs the intellect and fills it with useful knowledge, warms the heart, moves 
the affections, moulds the character into the image of God, and blesses the life and lifts the 
whole being heavenward. r 

We would earnestly recommend the Free Mernopist, and the Harnest Christian, the 
Missionary Tidings and the Olive Branch, our Sunday-school literature, and the books and 
periodicals sent forth by our publishing house as best calculated to produce under God’s 
blessing, these great and glorious results. 


I1.—ON REFORMS. 


Reform means to form again or come back to the original purpose or plan. There is 
always a tendency with the church as with the individual to deflect from the path of right- 
eousness and become carnal and worldly, hence, the many admonitions in the Bible to 
watchfulness and prayer. 

The Free Methodist church is a child of Providence. “She was organized,”’ says our 
senior superintendent, ‘‘from necessity and not of choice.’? Her great mission is to spread 
scriptural holiness over these lands. God has blessed the work of the church in her faithful 
preaching of this doctrine. When we speak of spreading holiness we would be understood 
as teaching all the doctrines leading up to this experience, such as repentance, restitution, 
faith, the new birth, regeneration, etc. We fear that there is not the clear, pointed preach- 
ing of this glorious truth as the interest of the cause of the Lord demands. Brethren, let 
us preach this gospel of full salvation in all its beauty and power; let the pulpits echo and 
re-echo with the glad tidings of a full and complete deliverance from sin. Let this glorious 
doctrine and experience fill the very atmosphere of our quarterly gatherings. May we 
make it the key note of our summer camp-meetings. May we preach it with lips annointed 
with pentecostal power and with hearts all aglow with the richness and sweetness and 
blessed fulness of the gospel. Let the class-leaders urge it in their classes and the Sunday- 
school superintendent in the Sunday-school. May the Lord keep us from running off on 
tangents, chasing every wind of doctrine that is current in this age of compromise and 
worldly minded religion and help us to stick to our one great mission of spreading serip- 
tural ‘holiness without which no man shall see the Lord.” 

Our Issuns.—The issues of the Free Methodist church are vital. While the business of 
the church is to spread scriptural holiness, we find that in order that holiness may take and 
flourish it is absolutely essential for us to cast up the highway, to gather out the stones and 
lift up a standard of holy living to the people. It seems to me that if stones were to be 
removed 1n the time of Isaiah in order that the way of holiness might not be obstructed, 
we have some huge boulders that must be rolled away or blasted to pieces in this day of 
sham or make-believe religion in order that an unobstructed channel may be opened for 
the flow of holiness. Brethren, let us not be afraid to keep our issues clearly and intel- 
ligibly before the world. 

Con¥orMITY TO THE Wortp.—We fear there is a tendency toward the world in many 
of our good people. Let us avoid worldliness as we would the devil. We are told in fiction 
that in the Indian sea there is a large magnetic rock that rises above the surface of the 
placid waters. The story tells of Sinbad the sailor running his ship too near this rock. 
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Soon the clamps began to be drawn from the vessel’s side and the bolts were unloosed. 
When all the clamps were drawn and every bolt unfastened, the masts, rigging and bul- 
wark fell into the sea and the unfortunate sailors woke to their drowning agonies. The 
magnetic rock of worldliness is the great wrecking rock of the Christian church. By this 
subtle world-power of carnal magnetism, bolt after bolt of good resolution is drawn out, 
clamp after clamp of Christian obligation disappears, until soon the one who once walked 
with God in the very atmosphere of a holy and devoted life finds himself a spiritual wreck. 
He may still profess religion and belong toa church and be very active in church work, but 
like Sampson of old after he had his head in the lap of Delilah his strength is gone and 
while he may attempt to shake himself as before, he wists not that God has departed from 
him, Let us as pilgrims be free from the world in its spirit, custom and fashion. Let no 
changes of the season of the year make any change that will lead in the direction of the 
world. A celebrated holiness preacher in our city a short time ago went far enough out of 
his way to inform his audience that God had called him to preach the gospel and not to tell 
his sisters how to dress. That remark is significant and savors of the world and the flesh. 
~ While we are not to be dictators as to every detail of the dress of the man or woman, yet, 
we are divinely commissioned to preach against worldly adornment. The apostle Paul 
made the preaching on dress a part of his gospel. He was not very general in the terms he 
used. He was so specific as to give definite directions as to how the hair should be 
arranged and forbade the wearing of gold, pearls and costly array, teaching us that the 
very appearance of evil should be eschewed. Let us be influenced by what Dr. Paul has to 
say on all subjects rather than the teaching of the modern evangelist or preacher. The 
command is, ‘‘Come out from among them and be ye separate and touch not the unclean 
thing; and I will receive you, and will be a father unto you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty.’ This is the Pauline preaching and has the right ring. 
“If any man isa friend to the world he is an enemy of God,” is preaching none too plain. 
Brothers and sisters, let us be scrupulously tidy and.neat in our personal appearance, but 
let us keep perfectly plain as becometh strangers and pilgrims on the earth. God expects 
this of us and the world has very little confidence in any other type of religion. 
OovEetTousNEss.—Jesus warns us to beware of covetousness, for a man’s life consisteth 
not in the abundance of the things which he possesseth. The danger of covetousness is 
emphasized in the lesson of the rich young man whose fields brought forth plentifully. 
He had no place in which to store his goods and finally yielded to the spirit of covetousness 
and said, ‘This will I do. I will pull down my barns and will build greater and there 
will I bestow all my fruits, and my goods.’’ But God said to him, ‘‘Thou fool, this night 
thy soul shall be required of thee.” Covetousness was the stone of stumbling to the rich 
young man whom Ohbrist told to sell what he had and give to the poor, assuring him that’ 
lhe should have treasure in heaven. The spirit of covetousness prevailed, and the young 
man turned away from his blessed Lord with a sorrowful heart. We believe we are in 
great peril on this point. People are getting in the whirlpool of the spirit of a cold busi- 
ness commercialism that is quenching the fiery zeal of, and is bringing leanness and weak- 
ness to, the church. Business is so urgent that they stay away from the prayer meeting and 
means of grace. The pressure of worldly interests is so heavy as to keep many of our 
people away from our general gatherings. Thus do they not only starve their own im- 
mortal souls, but by their absence and indifference throw a chill of discouragement over 
the more consecrated ones who are battling to see the work of God prosper. People be- 
come too busy in their work and so engrossed in worldly interests as to make it seem 
impossible for them to attend the funeral of a friend. This spirit of covetousness is drying 
up the fountains of benevolence so that in many cases our teloved Zion languishes and dies 
for want of support that could have and should have been given. This is indeed a sad con- 
dition of things of which we are speaking and not a theory. The spirit of hospitality is on 
the decline in many places and particularly in the older societies. Where it was once a 
pleasure and a joy to entertain God’s little ones it has grown to bea burden. Some have 
almost given up the thought of entertaining altogether. In many well-to-do homes the 
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spare room is a thing of the past. This should not be. Do we long and pray for the old 
time power? Then let us manifest the old time consecration. Do we covet the blessing 
we had in former days? Then exercise the same spirit of liberality and hospitality that 
God gave in former days. Do you wish to see our camp-meetings and general gatherings 
times of power and salvation? Then make the business interests stand still long enough to 
goup and worship the Lord. Are we praying for the windows of heaven to be opened anda 
wonderful blessing to be given? Then bring all the tithes into the storehouse. Again we 
would say in the words of the Savior, ‘‘Beware of covetousness.”’ ; 

Uniry or Errorr.—We believe there should be a greater unity of effort in the interests 
of the work God has committed to us. There must be a greater concentration of forces if 
we would see the work prosper. If we represent the best thing in the world, then, all our 
efforts and time should be employed in making this thing the highest suecess. This is the 
only logical and consistent attitude for us to assume before the world. There are many 
outside movements and interests that are putting forth a tremendous effort to secure the 
moral and financial support of the Free Methodist church. Please do not understand me 
to say that these movements have not much good in them. I am not condemning or de- © 
nouncing other work. Many are doubtless benefitted by these various outside holiness 
movements, but none of them represent the clean cut work of the Free Methodist church, 
and many of them are positively subversive of the interests of our work. Many of our 
people, we believe thoughtlessly, join these various holiness associations in the land, not 
thinking that they are detracting from the interest of the work of the church of their 
choice. Some of them belong to two or three different holiness associations at the same 
time. They promise to pay one Collar per year as a membership fee. If they pay but one © 
dollar per year for membership it is one-seventh of what they pay to our churchesas we pay 
on an average but about seven dollars per capita for our own work. Thus we see that one- 
seventh of the money paid by Free Methodists who belong to these associations goes to the 
support of outside movements. Many of our people came out of former worldly churches 
because they could not consistently support them. The principal holiness movement our 
people are supporting is conducted in the interest of these very churches from which we 
have withdrawn. This appears to be highly inconsistent. We believe the Free Methodist 
church to be the best holiness organization in the land. We believe further that those who 
are so interested in holiness could do the cause they love a great favor by coming out of 
those churches where the doctrine is opposed and cast in their lot with a people where 
holiness is preached and holiness preachers are welcomed. We have all we can do at home 
without affiliating with movements where the preachers will urge all who profess to have 
obtained this experience to remain in their own church. We have neither the spiritual nor 
»financial strength to give these movements. Some politicians were asking what kind of a 
president a certain mayor in a southern city would make. An old farmer quaintly replied, 
‘He makes a rattling good mayor, but I am afraid when you come to spread him over the 
entire country as president he will be mighty thin.’? We Free Methodists can make a 
respectable showing by uniting our forces along our own salvation lines, but spread us out 
to assist every religious movement and we will look rather thin. I repeat it, I believe the 
Free Methodist church is the cleanest and best holiness movement in the land, Let us 
stand together in every way to spread this blessed doctrine throughout the land. 

A Sanoririep Toneur.—This is of the greatest importance in the church of God. David 
prayed that the words of his mouth and the meditations of his heart might be acceptable 
in the sight of God. Jesus said, “‘By thy words shalt thou be justified and by thy words 
shalt thou be condemned.’’ He tells us further that our word should be ‘‘yea, yea and nay, 
nay, for whatsoever is more than this cometh of evil.”” James tells us that a sanctified or 
perfect person is one who is able to bridle the tongue. He tells us that if a man seems to 
be religious and bridleth not his tongue that this man’s religion is vain. The Free Metho- 
dist Discipline takes a very strong stand against evil speaking, and the Bible says plainly, 
‘Speak evil of no man.’’ Joking and jesting are strongly condemned in the sacred word. 
Let us be joyous, but not levitious. Let us not speak evil of each other or of anyone. May 
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our conversation be with grace, seasoned with salt, that it may minister grace to the 
hearers. Thus we shall avoid the quenching or grieving of the holy Spirit of God. 

Repremine THE Time,—One very important rule giyen by Jeremy Taylor in his ‘‘Rules 
for Holy Living and Dying” is the proper use of time. Weare commanded in the word to 
redeem the time because the days are evil. To redeem the precious time means to catch 
up or seize every opportunity and use it for the glory of God and the advancement of his 
blessed work. Mrs. Browning remarked at one time, ‘‘I have not used half my faculties 
and powers for God.” Opportunities unimproved never return. Dr. Hillis very forcefully 
remarks on this point: Gone opportunity and lightning could not equal its swift flight. 
Gone forever, opportunity and the wing of Seraphim could not overtake and bring it back, 
Gone honor, gone fidelity, gone guod name, gone irretrievably, though dying be long de- 
layed, coming at last, death will find the soldier’s task unfulfilled. It is too late. God save 
us all. Shakespeare tells us that there is a tide in the affairs of men which taken at its flood 
leads on to fortune; omitted, all the rest of their lives is bound in misery and in shallow- 
ness. Upon such a sea are we now afloat, and we must take the tide as it serves or lose our 
ventures, The wise man tells us that there is a time for everything and a season for every- 
thing under the sun. A time to sow and a time to reap, If we neglect the seed time we will 
wait in vain for the waving of a golden harvest. We fear too much time is spent in idle- 
ness and vain conversation. Wesley did not believe we could visit long for God’s glory, 
and recommended that we spend no more time in one place than was strictly necessary. 
Brothers and sisters, let us see if we cannot put in our time better for the Lord. Weshould 
be our best for him as his service demands our highest thoughts and most conscientious 
. endeavor. Let us redeem the time for these are evil days. 

Payinc or Dssts.—Christian people should be perfectly honest. Their note should be 
as good as their word and their word as good as their note. The divine command is, ‘‘Owe 
no man anything, but to love one another.’’ As a rule our people are honest and con- 
scientious in this respect. We are very sorry to say, however, that there are too many 
exceptions to this rule. While both Discipline and the Bible are very clear on this point, 
we have those among us who disregard their church obligations and the teaching of the 
sacred word and seem to be indifferent to obligations they have voluntarily assumed, We 
know whereof we speak. We hold pledges and notes given to Seattle Seminary or to assist 
in building a church or parsonage or for other religious work that we are utterly unable to 
collect. The saddest feature is that some seem to treat their obligations lightly. Some 
will not accord us the courtesy of a reply when we send them a kind, Christian letter, eall- 
ing their attention to their pledges, These things should not be. This type of religion is 
shoddy and becomes a stumbling block to the world. It is not pleasant to have an enemy 
of the church point to this one and say, ‘‘There is a good Free Methodist who will not pay 
his honest debts.”” Let us remedy this at once. Let the preachers deal plainly with it from 
the pulpit ; let the official board do their full duty. Such persons should be labored with 
kindly but firmly and given to understand that unless they pay their honest debts and keep 
elear before the world that they can have no place among us. The loss of them as mem- 
bers will be the gain of the church. We are infinitely better off without them. Let us 
preach holiness with no uncertain sound, keep clear and separate from the world, cultivate 
the spirit of liberality, have our conversation in heaven, keep square with the world by 
owing no man anything, keep humble, blessed and filled with the Spirit, and God will own 
us, making our little Zion as ‘‘fair as the moon, clear as the sun and terrible as an army 
with banners.”’

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON EDUCATION. 


We sincerely believe in education. We believe that the children and youth of this 
nation have a right to the advantages of our free common schools, which are maintained at 
a cost of over $200,000,000. As one has said, ‘‘The safety of the nation is in the intelligence 
and conscience of the people.”’ 

We believe in Christian education for our boys and our girls and for all who can, by 
proper and legitimate means, be brought within its influence. Recognizing the fact that 
the child possesses a threefold nature—spiritual, antolioaana} and physical—we concede his 
right to training along corresponding lines. 

Every school in our land should stand for the education of the whole man, but without 
controversy this is not the case. Too often the spiritual is sacrificed to the intellectual, or 
even for the gratification of the physical. Are we doing our whole duty by our children in 
the matter of Christian education? May we not learn a lesson from a great writer, a man 
of experience and wide observation. He says, ‘‘The Catholics retain their people by the 
education of their children. Protestants send their children to Sunday-school, and not to 
church, and lose a large portion of them, both from the church and the Sunday-schoo 
before they are out of their teens.’’ 

It is a fact admitted even by men who represent the liberal element in religious mat- 
ters, that many of our higher institutions of learning are educating their students away 
from Christianity. A recent writer in the Literary Digest makes this sweeping statement 
in speaking of the destructive criticism in the universities of his country: ‘‘In reality, 
there are at present perhaps only two or three universities in Germany to which I would 
advise young men to go, with some hope that their Ohristian faith would remain unshaken.”’ 

According to recent statements of a man at the head of one of America’s largest uni- 
versities, the tendency in the higher educational institutions of this country is in the same 
direction. He declares ‘“‘that there has been a remarkable decrease in the actual teaching 
of Christian truth in our colleges ;’’ also ‘‘that few look forward to Christian service of any 
kind,” that ‘‘many turn aside from the Christian ministry,’ that ‘‘“many men and women 
who entered college as Christian workers in their churches, take little or no active part in 
church life after they have completed their college work.” 

With confidence, and with a deep feeling of gratitude to God, we believe it can truth- 
fully be said that the schools established by our Zion have not exerted such influences, but 
on the other hand they have been centers of religious activity, and, while not all students who 
have attended these institutions have been converted, many a precious life has been turned 
from that of sin and rebellion against God to one of righteousness and usefulness in the 
Master’s vineyard, and at the same time the person has been equipped intellectually for 
more efficient service. 

Our hearts also go out in gratitude to God for the kind providence which indicates 
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that there will soon be another of these Christian schools established within the bounds of 
our own conference. We have great reason for rejoicing because of the generous donation 
of one hundred lots and a site by Mr. Ralph Rogers for school purposes; also for the hearty 
response of our people in the purchase of these lots; because also of the unity and co-opera- 
tion on the part of our membership in the establishment of the proposed school; and 
further, because we are fortunate in having a sister conference to share with usin the work 
from the first. These and other considerations, especially the evident hand of providence 
in it all. encourage us to assume the responsibility, counting it an exalted privilege to co- 
operate with Him in the working out of his will. Let us also pray earnestly that this, our 
contemplated school, may ever be a center of influence for a true science and a pure faith.

II—ON HOME MISSIONS. \ 


— 1. Im aecordance with the provision of the Free Methodist Discipline we organize a 


Home Missionary Board. 
2. The board shall be composed of one preacher and one layman from each district, 


elected yearly by the annual conference from among its members. The district elders 


‘ 
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shall be members of said board by virtue of their office. All the members of said board 
shall serve to the close of the conference year or until their successors are elected, 

3. The officers of the board shall be a president, vice president, secretary and treas- 
urer, who shall be elected by the board from among its members, 

4, The object of the board shall be to provide means to assist laborers in new fields 
and to aid weak charges. 

5. It shall be the duty of the elders assisted by the preachers in charge to publish and 
hold as many missionary meetings as there are preaching places on their circuits. At these 
meetings collections and subscriptions shall be taken and collectors appointed. Books 
shall be furnished the collectors with names of subscribers and amount pledged which they 
shall collect. 

6. It shall be the duty of the board to estimate and appropriate the amounts necessary 
for new mission fields, and to assist weak charges, as their judgment may dictate and the 
funds of the board will allow. 

7. The board shall make an annual report of all its business to the annual conference. 

8. It shall be the duty of each preacher to forward all funds raised on his charge to 
the treasurer at the end of each quarter. 3 


III.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


Your committee is pleased to report that our work as a whole is in a better condition 
than we have ever known it to be. We have been acquainted with the work in the state 
ever since it began, and never have known a time when such a spirit of harmony prevailed 
throughout our ranks among the ministry and laity. With each quarter the past year we 
have seen the tide of spirituality rise higher and higher. Shocks of divine power have been 
felt in all parts of the conference, while preaching the word. The converts are clear and 
strong and those sanctified huve the clear witness of the Spirit. 

Our work is manned by a godly. conscientious band of preachers who stand by the old 
land mark and believe in keeping filled with the Spirit. Our members with few exceptions 
are plain, and the business men of our church are full of integrity. While we are straight 
on all the issues of the church, we know of no fanaticism in all our borders. While we 
believe in the freedom of the Spirit we do not believe in trying to make our light shine. 
During the past year some very godly and influential families have united with us, but we 
have let down no bars to take them in. 

Three points in the North district have suffered for want of pastors, but the opening of 
our work is still good in these parts. During the past spring three of our blood washed 
saints have crossed the line of worlds and are safe to-day in the paradise of God. Our loss 
is their eternal gain. 

With few exceptions our preachers have been well supported during the past year. The 
energetic people of the Northwest prefer spirituality to formalism, and in this clean, prohi- 
bition state we find but little opposition to our issues on the tobacco question. We have 
Wares also that our teachings on plain dress are usually acceptable to educated and refined 
people. 

During the year one new church has been built and paid for near Granville. At Glen- 
field we have a new parsonage all paid for and money raised to build a new church which 
will go up this summer or fall. Our church property is free from debt with the exception 
of a smal! amount for repairing the barn at Crary. The buildings are neat. clean and plain. 

Our work is opening fast in the West and we have more calls than either the elder or 
preachers can fill. The tields are white and the polished sickles of our reapers are gathering 
me Shae sheaves at the Master’s bidding. We hope and pray that God will keep us al} 

umble. 


IV.—ON EDUCATION. 


We believe it is almost impossible to overestimate the value of a thorough, Christian 
education. We are living in an age which demands the best in every department of life. 
As the lawyer or doctor can not succeed without preparation, so in the work of the Lord we 
can not expect to gain the highest degree of success until, by careful study, we have pre- 
pared ourselves for our life work, Most of the world’s greatest reformers have been 
educated men filled with the Holy Ghost. While we believe that the Lord can use men 
with little or no education, we find that these same men when thoroughly prepared for their 
work can be used of the Holy Spirit to far greater advantage. We wish to be clearly under- 
stood that we are strictly opposed to substituting education for the Holy Gho&t, for we 
tealize that no man is quite so complete a failure as the one who is so talented or educated 
that he no longer finds it necessary to depend upon the Holy Spirit. 

We find that our public schools are often a source of discouragement to converted 
children, dancing and other worldliness often being taught or encouraged in these schools. 
The Bible says, ‘*Train up a child in the way he should go, and when he is old he will not 
depart from it,” and we believe that the kind of education the child receives in his youth 
has.a great deal to do with the salvation of his soul. 

We wish to recommend to our people our own denominational schools, especially our 


/ 
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seminary at Wessington Springs, South Dakota, which is nearer to the members of our con- 
ference than any of our other schools. The principal and the faculty hold before the students 
the idea that the salvation of the soul is the one thing needful and that their education will 
be useless unless their lives are given up to the service of God. 

We know that the tendency among our North Dakota farmers is to keep the boys and 
girls at home to work on the farm, especially if they have received a common school edu- 
cation. but we believe that the best legacy parents can leave their children is a thorough 
education and we know that the only thorough education is that which may be obtained in 
our Christian schools where the spiritual is developed along with the mental. 





MISCELLANEOUS 


The sixth annual session of this conference was held in connection with a camp- 
meeting near Gardner, North Dakota. From the first God’s presence was manifest and the 
atmosphere was heavenly. Unity and love prevailed. 

The efficient labors of Rev. A. L. Whitcomb, who presided (by appointment of W. T. 
Hogue). were greatly appreciated by all. His address given at the close of each sitting was 
timely and to the point. His sermons will not soon be forgotten by those who heard them. 

The preachers go to their respective fields of labor with renewed courage to see victory 
and salvation. It has been said, ‘‘This was the best session of conference since its organi-

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


Your committee submits the following report: We feel grateful to God for the measure 
of God’s blessing upon the work in our conference for the past year. We have had some 
revivals which have brought a small increase to our Zion, and we are encouraged to toil on. 
Our hearts are made sad, however, to think that there have been no wide spread revivals 
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throughout the length and breadth of our borders. When we stop to consider the extent of 
our territory, in which are many places where our work is not even known and the many 
perishing souls all about us famishing for the bread and the water of life, and our etforts to 
reach the few, for the most part, so feeble and futile, it is well for us to stop and inquire as 
to the reason for this condition. ; 

We call your attention to a few things that bear upon this subject: 

1. We need more men who are fully consecrated to God and the ministry—men who 
have forsaken all and given themselves wholly to God and his work. 2. As ministers we 
need to be more aggressive for God, pushing out into the regions beyond. 3. There are too 
maby who turn aside to secular work and thus—their ministry is greatly hindered. 4, On 
the part of the laity. in too many instances, there is a withholding of their means or a lack 
of a hearty support to the work, and as a result sume of our worthy and efficient ministers 
are compelled to labor with their hands for support. These things ought not so to be. 
‘The scriptures tell us that, ‘No man that warreth entangleth himseif with the affairs of this 
life, that he may please him who hath chosen him to be a soldier.” 5. Is it nota fact that 
there is a lack of a spirit of unity among us? Have we.that ‘ fervent charity ’ for each 
other? Are we ‘endeavoring to keep the unity of the Spirit in tne bond of peace?” Do 
we observe the Golden Rule? Should we not bumble ourselves before God and go down 
before him on our faces and ask for a mighty baptism of the Spirit to come upon us, ‘that 
he may revive his work, that his people may rejoice in him.’ and “ that his righteousness 
go forth as brightness and his salvation as a lamp that burneth?” 


II.—ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


The Sunday-school is an important factor in building up the work of God. Great 
responsibility should be felt in view of the fact that ninety per cent of those converted in 
our church come from the ranks of our Sunday schools. Parents are by no means relieved 
of their duty or responsibility to the Sunday-school by sending their children and absenting 
themselves from the means of grace found in the bible class. Let them also see that their 
children pay attention to the lesson and that they are obedient to the teachers and officers. 

The training necessary for future church officers, ministers and superintendents must 
be supplied in important particulars by the Sunday-schvol. 

It has been said by one, *‘ If you want to impress the people of to-day, write on paper; 
if a future generation, on marble; if the last generation, on pillars of brass; but if for 
eternity, impress truth on the mind of a child.’’ To do this, great care and interest must 
be taken by parents. Ask and accept God’s direction in selecting teachers and officers at 
society and Sunday-school-board meetings as truly as you expect God’s will to be followed 
by the stationing committee in sending forth ministers. 

A word to superintendents: If possible, adopt some plan by which a thorough study of 
the lessun may be had during the week. Many teachers and even superintendents sume- 
times fail to study until the hour has arrived to teach others. Interest yourselves in getting 
new scholars into the school. Select some good person to lead the singing. Make your 
Sunday-school! interesting lively, spiritual. We recommend the free use of our Sunday- 
school literature which is the very best. 

Practical godliness should be demonstrated and taught in the conversation, manner 
and dress of the officers and teachers of the Sunday-school as well as, by the precept found 
in the lesson, if Bible awakening and conviction (the first object of the work of the 
Sunday-school) is to be realized in behalf of the children. If possible, each officer should 
be a saved, spiritual and interested person. lf, however, the place of treasurer, secretary 
or librarian be necessarily filled by some unsaved young person or child, the Sunday-school 
board must be very careful under God to see that the outward behavior, the dress, ete., of 
that person or child be not such as to bring open shame upon the doctrines and practices of 
Bible salvation. The glaring ungodly attire or manner uf some unsaved officers such as we 

-have seen in even Free Methodist Sunday-schools does more to impress pride, lust, car-. 
nality and worldly ambition on young minds than can be over-come by much hard effort 
on the part of the teachers, 

Oare is urged that programs on Children’s Day be such as shall minister grace to the 
hearers and not entertainment merely. Exercises that bring unsaved and ungodly young 
people prominently before the school and the public can not work to the glory of God. 

We think more care should be given by the parents at home in training their children 
for the Sunday-school. If they get from the lesson only what they get at Sunday-school, 
they will not receive the good from the school that theyshould. What we talk about most at 
home is what frames the character of our children. For Free Methodist parenis to allow 
their children to go any place—to the Sunday school in particular—wearing gold or adorned 
other than according to the will of God is damning in its influence on the child or young 
person, is hellish in its influence on the souls of other children and is an impeachment of 
the knowledge or experience of the parents,

III.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


One of the greatest powers for the upbuilding or degradation of character is the press. 
Men are made better or worse by what they read. One has said: ‘All I ever read has 
become a part of me.”’ 

Both good and bad men are in control of the press. Hence the necessity of careful 
selection in what is allowed in our homes. 

We, asa church, should stand by our publishing house, and scatter our holiness litera- 
ture everywhere. The Frex Mrrnopist is the best holiness paper published, and should be 
in allour homes. We feel like recommending the Pilgrim’s Banner as a good, spiritual 
paper. The center tables in all our homes should be supplied with these wholesome books 


and papers. 
IV.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


We believe our church is equipped with the very best Sabbath-school literature. It is 
interesting as well as sound in doctrine. The papers, we think, can not be excelled, and 
are worthy of having the Sunday-school superintendents calling the special notice of the 
children to them. We would also urge parents to read the stories and articles in these 
papers to their children, for the elevating influence it will exert in molding their charac- 
ters. Wealso recommend a more general use of charts, blackboards and object lessons, 
through which we believe the minds of the children are most easily reached. We also 
advise the use of the Free Methodist catechism in our schools. We heartily endorse the 
Home Department work, and hope our schools wherever practicable will take it up. 

Yet it takes more than these equipments to make a good, interesting Sabbath-school. 
Beside these, we must have the interest and hearty co-operation of pastor and parents with 
the children, in order to success. 

Finally, we would earnestly desire to impress teachers and officers of our schools with 
the necessity of maintaining a tone of deep spirituality. 


V.—ON REFORMS. 


We are glad to notice the fact that we, as a church, take an uncompromising stand 
against the current evils of society, such as the liquor traffic, secret societies, Romanism, 
Sabbath desecration, and labor unions which are secret and practice mob violence. We 
should hold up the Bible standard on dress. When the secular press expresses itself in the 
matter of woman’s attire, we think it high time for the church and the religious press to 
ery aloud and spare not, along these lines. 

The truth should be spoken plainly concerning evil speaking, back-biting, and being 
busy-bodies in other men’s matters. We fear that our preachers many times neglect to 
read Wesley’s sermon on evil speaking, as required by the Discipline. See 139. In many 
places, we need to see more of our members at the Sabbath-school and prayer-meeting. 

We fear there is not that degree of liberality among us in the support of the gospel that

there should be. We are convinced that if all would give according to the Bible rule, there 
would be an abundance to supply all the needs of the work of God. 

The preachers of the Free Methodist church have arduous duties to perform in caring 
for their charges and winning souls to Christ. The conditions demand that they devote 
their time and energy to the work. Many have families which must be clothed, fed and 
educated. The scriptures say, ‘“‘The laborer is worthy of his hire.” Hence, we urge 
official boards to use greater energy in order to procure better pecuniary support for the 
ministry, so that they can live as becomes their station, and beenabled to devote their time 
and energies in building up Christ’s kingdom. 

We also enjoin upon the memtership of the church, the exercise of strict economy in 
all the affairs of domestic life, so that our church may set a worthy example of Christian 
simplicity, and manifest complete victory over fleshly desires and unholy tendencies. The 
increasing use of narcotics by the rising generation, calls for the condemnation of all 
Christian people. We should cry out against the methods used by ungodly and covetous 
men, to encourage the use of cigarettes, cocaine, and other poisonous substances, which 
are detrimental to the physical, mental, moral and spiritual development of the youth of 
this country. We urge upon the ministry and taity of our church to be bold in denouncing , 
all such vices. Finally, be it resolved that we will stand by the political party that gives us 
a positive promise of prohibition and general reform. We believe God will be with us 
along these lines. 


VI.—ON EDUCATION. 


The religion of the Bible stands between two great enemies to-day; on the one hand 

ignorance which paves the way for Romanism with its dangerous pretenses and practices ; 

on the other is education without the Holy Ghost, in whose train follow a multitude of free 
thinkers, skeptics and infidels. 

If we turn to ignorance for safety, we may as well join the ranks of those who look to 
Rome for help, and to the cloister for holiness. And if we leave our holy doctrines and 
Discipline in the hands of educated men who have not the Spirit of the Lord, we will soon 
be teaching for doctrines the commandments of men, and our Discipline will have to be 

_ revised, or else become a dead letter. 

The question arises, What shall wedo? From Greenville, Wessington Springs, Orleans, 
and our other noble schools, comes the reply: ‘Send us your boys and girls, and stand by 
us not only with your resolutions but with your prayers and your money, and we will con- 
tinue to turn out trained men and women who will be a blessing to the church at home and 
abroad.”’ 

Brethren, shall we be found faithful stewards for the noble schools which God has 
intrusted to our care? If so, we will need to wake up and bestir ourselves, for these insti- 
tutions are needing help. 

As a people, we ought to be as deeply interested in the education of our young people, 
as we are in their matrimonial and financial welfare. Some of us will have to give up the 
idea that forty acres of West Iowa land are of more value to a child than a Christian educa- 
tion. Others should stop laying up treasures on earth and send more to heaven by the way 
of our needy schools. We believe that when our ministers and lay members see the 
important place that our Christian schools occupy in perpetuating the Free Methodist 
church, and in spreading scriptural holiness over these lands, that then we will put forth an 
effort on educational lines that will meet the demands and opportunities of the present 
hour. : 

We should do all we can to discourage Free Methodists from sending their children to 
schools where the standard of spirituality is low. We would also recommend that repre- 
sentatives of our schools be invited to attend our district and circuit gatherings, in order 
that we may become better informed with regard to the work that is being done. : 

We, as a church, should feel an especial interest in Greenville College, inasmuch as it 
is the only collegiate institution within our borders, and has received the unqualified 
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endorsement of the last general conference. We advise those who are seeking a collegiate 
education to go there. 

Inasmuch as we are a patronizing conference of Wessington Springs Seminary, we 
recognize that this institution is first entitled to our support. Our trustee who visited the 
school last spring reports very favorably in regard to the intellectual and spiritual advan- 
tages to be found there. We recommend that Prof. S. G. Cooper be allowed time at the 
conclusion of this report to represent this school. 


VII.—ON THE STATE OF THE WORK. 


We praise God for the degree of prosperity both in temporal and spiritual matters 
which we have enjoyed during the past year. Some gracious outpourings of the Holy 
Spirit have visited us. Souls have been saved and sanctified wholly; and in parts of our 
work deeper experiences obtain. Our camp-meetings have been above the ordinary in 
spiritual power. God has been with us of a truth, in these general gatherings. 

But the fact that our final footings show a small decrease in membership is a matter 
for humiliation, and should cause us to go down before God until the downward trend in 
membership shall be changed, and our numbers shall begin to increase, as well as our spir- 
ituality and aggressiveness deepen. 

There are, evidently, causes underlying this state of the work, and we think it proper 
to call attention to the following: 

1. A deeper sense of the importance of the work is needed. Such convictions as 
wrung from John Knox the ery, “Give me Scotland or I die,’’ and caused Moses to say to 
God, “Forgive their sin: and if not blot me, I pray thee out of thy book,” prevailing 
both among the ministry and laity would cause to cease, on the one hand, the ministry 
from leaving so important a calling for secular employment; and, on the other, the with- 
holding adequate support to keep preachers in the field. 

2. The need of greater aggressiveness is felt. We must push out. Fields all about 
invite us. One-third to one-half of our territory has never been occupied. Every pastor 
should be an evangelist in the territory adjoining his charge. Then the laity should sup- 
port the pastor in this work, both by their presence in the meetings, wherever possible, and 
by their means. A band of workers should be organized to aid in such efforts. New soci- 


ries 


eties could thus be raised up, while the local help could, in the meantime, carry on the ~ 


regular work on the old fields. Should such intensity of purpose and definiteness of action 
prevail, then we could trust God to help us gain greater victories for holinessthan ever before.

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to advance the interests of the party whose efforts are to remove the foul stain from our 
fair land and place forever beyond the reach of those who are already weakened by its 
influence the temptation to greater sin. This we believe can only be realized in the pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic.

We are just awaking 
to the great importance of this department of our work. We fear, however, there are still 
gome among us who need to be exhorted against patronizing other publications in prefer- 
ence to ours. Every Free Methodist family should take the Frrez Merruopist, and also 
possess themselves of a Free Methodist Discipline. The Sunday-schools of our conference 
with few exceptions take the supplies issued by our publishing house. All should do so. 
We recommend The New Voice of Chicago for Christian politics, the Missionary Tidings 
for stirring up missionary zeal, and the Spring Arbor Chronicle for keeping us in touch 
with our seminary and aiding the cause of Christian education. 


IV.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Death has not entered the ranks of the Michigan conference during the past year and 
robbed us of any of our ministers, but our dear Brother Laubach hag been called to mourn 
the loss of his companion and wife who for several years has stood nobly by her husband 
and shared in the conflicts and triumphs incident to an itinerant ministry in the Free 
Methodist church. f 

Sister Laubach departed this life at their home in the parsonage in Milan, Michigan, 
August 19, 1903, aged 39 years, 5 months and 3 days. We as a conference hereby express 
our sympathy with our Brother Laubach in his great bereavement and loss. At the time 
of her death Sister Laubach was president of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society at 
Milan, Michigan. 

We recommend our secretary to write Brother Laubach a letter of sympathy from this 
conference, and that we now suspend business and engage in a season of prayer in his behalf, 


V.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


The Sabbath-school is an institution ordained of God, for which we should praise him, 
and in which we as ministers and laymen should take a more active interest. We believe 
the Sabbath-school to be a great factor in the work of God, and of vital importance in 
carrying on his work. We see in many places a lack of interest manifest on the part of the 
older members of our church, which we believe to be a hindrance in getting the children 
interested. Our schools need the most spiritual among us to teach the classes instead of 
their sitting back and mourning over the formality of the Sabbath-school. It is very easy 
to say how things ought to go but another thing to take hold and do our best to have it go 
as we believe it should. In the past year we have heard from the lips of one of our oldest 
members that he had learned more of the word of Godin the past few months by attending 
the Sabbath-school than ever before in his life. Itis in vain that we look for children to 
be interested in that to which we give but little attention. God has promised us our chil- 
dren, and let us do our part in the Sabbath-school and in our homes to interest them in the 
way of life. We do not believe that one brought up in the Sabbath-school may rest in this 
as conversion, but by the help of the Holy Spirit we shall be able to teach the children the 
necessity of the new birth, and so instill in their minds the difference between profession 
and possession, that later on they cannot be daubed over with untempered mortar. Our 
children are given us from God and are a blessing, and let us take lessons from the Roman 
church in instructing them in the way of life. We have and will be able to reach many 
homes through the children. 

In the past whole families have been brought to God through the influence of the chil- 
dren converted among us. May God increase our love for Sunday-school work. We say 
our publications should be used in preference to all others because they are the best we 
have seen, and are in accordance with the teachings of our church. 

Our Home Department is awakening new interest in our schools. Many who take up 
the study of the lessons at home soon become so interested that they find time to attend 
our schools; therefore 

Resolved, That we as a conference do-our best in pushing the work of the home depart- 
ment and all interests connected with our Sabbath-school as we never have in the past.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. % 


The past year has been one of arduous labors, some conflicts and trials, and much 
blessing and victory. Our work has suffered somewhat on account of the failure of several 
of our preachers, to either reach their circuits, or remain on them during the year, espe- 
cially in the northern districts. The long-continued sickness of our beloved elder on the 
southern districts has probably kept us from that degree of success that would otherwise 
have been realized. 

Five camp-meetings have been held this season, and some excellent revival meetings, 
reaulting in the salvation of some souls, the sanctification of believers and the addition of 
quite a number to the church. There are two church enterprises under way with very 
encouraging prospects. \ : 

There are some things needful in order to secure greater success in our work of spread- 
ing scriptural holiness over the land: First, our preachers need to give themselves entirely 
to the work, show greater diligence in pastoral visiting, and be more faithful in personal 
labor. 

Second, our circuits should supply a more liberal and adequate support fof the preach- 
ers. Let our official boards, class leaders and stewards faithfully observe the Discipline in 
this matter. 

Third, two.thirds or more of our territory is entirely unoccupied, and embraces some 
of the best towns and most prosperous sections of western Nebraska. We therefore recom- 
mend that a suitable person be appointed by vote of the conference, on nomination of the 
stationing committee, to labor as conference missionary, under the direction of the dis- 
trict elders, to extend our work into the new territory. * 

We feel that this report would be incomplete without reference to some hindrances to 
our work, which may, by the help of God, be removed or prevented in the future. The 
woful backsliding of some within the conference has embarrassed and greatly crippled the 
church in her work. The consideration of this phase of the subject is most unpleasant, but 
we believe it to be wise and right to calmly face the evil and apply the scriptural remedy. 
It is not intended to make this report a treatise on the evils and cure of backsliding, but we 
venture to urge that more earnest heed be given to the scriptural injunction, ‘‘Put on the 
whole armor of God that ye may be able to stand against the wiles of the devil.’”” Amen! 


II.—ON REFORMS. 


While special reform societies have been raised up from time to time to meet and to 
overcome the several branches of iniquity which menace the safety and purity of our homes 
and nation; we acknowledge the appointment.of.God to the end that a right standard be 
maintained on every issue that confronts us. 

We would recommit ourselves against the pernicious evils of the liquor traffic, the 
tobacco habit, secret societies, Romanism, Sabbath desecration, and the unscriptural 
divorce system. 

We would again call attention to the baneful influence of evil speaking, although we 
note some improvement among us in this respect. May we not unite to banish it from our 
midst? To this end let every pastor see that Mr. Wesiey’s sermon on evil speaking be read 
in every society on the circuit according to section 11, paragraph 139 of our Discipline. 

We note the serious neglect of many of our members to attend the public worship of 
God. We urge a regular attendance at our class and prayer meetings; while a general 
attendance should be had at our quarterly and general quarterly meetings. We disapprove 
of our preachers refusing to accept the appointments of the stationing committee, after 
having put themselves at the disposal of the conference; there having been no less than . 
nine changes made in the last year. To the end that our pastors may give themselves 
wholly to the work of the Lord as set forth in the Discipline, let the official boards, class 
leaders, stewards, and district elders discharge their duty also as set forth in the Discipline 
by raising enough to supply their needs. ae 

We feel, too, called upon to sternly rebuke the course of some of our preachers in not 
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conducting themselves prudently with women, some going so far as to stultify manhood 
and bring disgrace to the cause of God. 


III.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The great influence for good or evil of printed thought is a subject that deserves our 
earnest and prayerful consideration. Recognizing the importance of this fact we call 
attention of the public in general and of the members of the Free Methodist church within 
the bounds of the Platte River conference in particular to the following: 

As a church we are well supplied with periodical publications. The official organ of 
the church should be in every Free Methodist home. We wish, also, to urge upon our peo- 
ple the importance of subscribing for and reading the other periodicals issued by our pub- 
lishing house. Every Sunday-school ought to be well supplied with our papers and lesson 
helps; and we recommend that pastors, district elders and evangelists make it a part of 
their ministerial work to introduce them when possible, where not already in use. We 
believe the Missionary Tidings, in disseminating information concerning our foreign mis- 
gions, is an influential factor in creating and maintaining a helpful interest in this great 
branch of the church work. We are pleased to learn of its extensive circulation, which we 
desire to see still greatly increased, without, as well as within, the church. .- 

The necessity of brevity in this report requires that our reference to the books pub- 
lished and for sale by the Free Methodist publishing house be short; however, we do not 
wish this to be taken as indicating a lack of appreciation of this important adjunct of our 
publishing interests. Our homes should be well supplied with wholesome books, as well 
as periodicals of good moral tone. We wish to again call attention to the choice line of 
books listed in the vatalogue of publications. 

We feel that this report would be incomplete without some reference to reading matter 
which is not issued by our own publishing house. While we do not advise that no outside 
publications be read, we do believe that prayerful attention ought to be given to their 
selection. Evidently we are living in au age when there is much of the superficial in reli- 
gion. This shallowness enters into current literature toa great extent. We do not recom- 
mend narrowness in order to avoid shallowness; but we do advise that, in the selection of 
books and papers which do not have the official endorsement of the church, preference be 
given to those known to be of a deeply spiritual character. 


IV.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


When Robert Raikes first began Sunday-school work, it was to teach those whose reli- 
gious instruction had been neglected at home; and the Sunday-school should yet be a mis- 
sion in this respect. 

We believe the Home Department work, if properly carried on, would make this mis- 
sion element more prominent. 

We feel deeply the need of a general awakening of interest among our Sunday-school 
workers in this respect. This need is amply proven by our statistical reports, showing the 
comparatively few schools we have, and the lack of Free Methodists and their families 
attending the same. One of the crying needs of our Sunday-school work is reliance upon 
the Spirit of God, to enable us to teach not only theories, but experimental and practical 
godliness. The liability of this department of our work falling into the ruts of mere formal 
Toutine, should lead us to more fully depend upon the presence and help of the Holy Spirit, 
who will enable us to teach people the truth that makes them free. 

Jesus says, ‘‘Ye shall know the truth and the truth shall make you free,” and it is said 
of the Holy Ghost, ““Howbeit, when he, the Spirit of truth is come, he will guide you into 
all truth.’’ Again, there ought to be more thorough, earnest work both by teacher and 
scholar in the preparation and teaching of the lesson. Such neglect as exists in our Sabbath- 
jane = ge be a disgrace in our public schools. Lord, perfect us in every good work to 

o thy will. 

We suggest that Sunday-school conventions be held in connection with our general 

quarterly meetings as a means of increasing interest.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The cultivation of the habit of reading is to be commended; its universality affords 
gratification. The regulation of this habit so that it will take a proper trend and be a 
blessing instead of a curse is one of the most serious problems that can engage our consid- 
eration. Ifthe tendency of one’s appetite in this direction is degrading it ought to be 

' brought into subjection and purified, and so trained that there will be no taste for anything 
that is not uplifting and refining. To do this the individual must be taught to recoil from 
all that is dissipating or vitiating, and to find an affinity for only that which will add 
strength to the moral and spiritual elements of our being. A proper demand having been 
created, it is the office of publications to mimister to its cravings and by daily and weekly 
newspapers, monthly magazines and an endless variety of booklets and books to infuse 
into the Absorbent powers of our intellect and soul that thought and truth that will give 
the expansion, solidity, strength and symmetry necessary to develop the individual into 
*the full stature of a man in Ohrist Jesus. 

The multiplicity of devices through which efforts are made to introduce into our house- 
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holds, our public schools, our literary associations, and even our Sunday-schools and sacred 
worship, that which entertains but does not profit, that which is carnal, sensuous or degrad- 
ing, demands a jealous watchfulness on the part of those who are guardians of these insti- 
tutions. They should prohibit all reading that will not exert a positive influence for good 
upon the reader. : 

With deep satisfaction we record our high appreciation of the wise and vigorous efforts. 
our church is making to contribute publications that meet the emergency of the hour. In 
the Free Methodist, the Sunday-school and missionary literature, and the books*that are 
issued by our publishing house, we have productions which are entirely free from objection- 
able features and which overflow with inspiration to purity of life and character. We are. 
convinced that the operations of our church are altogether too contracted, and respectfully 
suggest to those who have means that there is no more efficient method of investing their 
contemplated contributions to the cause of God than in the multiplication of facilities for- 
the dissemination of healthful literature, and would commend to their attention the pro- 
priety of increasing the ability of the church to cheapen and multiply its unexcelled publi- 
cations. 

We note with unqualified condemnation the habit of some of our people in diverting 
to other publications the money they pay out for religious reading. It is almost impossible 
to find a publication—though it may have some excellent features—but. what will instil 
errors into the mind that will affect the experience, inculcate looseness of practice and dis- 
loyalty to the church. We assure such that they are injuring themselves and families and 
compromising their influence in behalf of evangelical righteousness in the community: 
where they live. We affectionately exhort them to reform and’ become consistent with the: 
obligations they have taken to the church and to God. 


II._ON EDUCATION. 4 


The education of a child is three-fold—physical, mental and spiritual. These all need! 
proper cultivation and.development. ' The neglect of either will weaken the man; or the. 
cultivation of one to the neglect of the others will be to fail in the developing of a well- 
rounded manhood or womanhood. Developing the physical only, man becomes simply an 
animal, governed by selfishness and brute force.. Developing the mental only, man 
becomes a learned nonentity, not having force or balance. Should he cultivate the mental 
and physical and neglect the spiritual, he would become a successful criminal, able to carry 
out the shrewdest designs for self-gratification and self-interest. By developing the 
spiritual and physical a man may become a dangerous bigot or fanatic capable of doing 
much harm and but little good. The whole man should have proper training. 1. The 
spiritual. 2. The physical. 3, The mental. 

Proper spiritual training should commence very early in life and should continue to 
its close. The first lesson should be respect and honor for parental authority and a quick, 
willing obedience to the same; then proper reverence for God and all that pertains to him 
or his worship in the home, or the public congregation; then the attaining of a personal 
experience in the mercy and love of God. The physical training should begin in early 
childhood and continue more or less through life. The mental may commence later but. 
still should commence early in life. The mental and spiritual training should continue 
together and all mental training should be in harmony with the spiritual. Parents should 
feel their responsibility in securing for their children the very best conditions or surround- 
ings for a mental training that will not in any way interfere with their spiritual life. The 
parent better by far leave his child penniless with his or her spiritual and mental faculties 
properly cultivated, than leave them thousands without this. 

Many of the free schools of the country are morally degrading and would be much 
more expensive than any of our schools when the value of the soul is taken into account; 
therefore, we would urge our people to send their children to some of our schools, even 
though it may be a little more expensive. Present expense should not be taken into 
account when the soul is at stake. We would especially recommend that our people in 
Kansas patronize the Orleans Seminary, located at Orleans, Nebraska. We would also 
= fra eames that this conference assist in the raising of an endowment fund for the Orleans 

minary. 

We, as a conference, wish to enter our protest against, and urge our college and all our 
seminaries to discourage all unnecessary expenses in connection with commencement exer- 
cises, especially the wholly unnecessary expense of the banquet so commonly given. Every- 
thing should be consistent with simplicity and strict economy and in harmony with the 
gospel of Jesus. We want our schools to do all the excellent work done by other schools 
without any of the show common to worldly institutions of learning. Let earnest prayer 
be offered in every home for the officers and teachers of our schools that they may be men 
and women of God and true to our principles on every line. 


III._ON SUNDAY-SOHOOLS, / 


We believe the Sunday-school is simply the church studying and teaching the word of 
God, and stands in the same relation to the church as the prayer or class meeting, that is, 
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it is only one form of church activity, and not a separate organization. Hence it should 
‘be under the control of the church as much as any other service. 

The Bible is the ground work of the Ohrist-life in the souls of men if wielded by the 
Holy Ghost (the word of God being the sword of the Spirit); therefore, the officers and 
teachers should be intensely spiritual, being baptized with the Holy Ghost and fire. 

We also wish to commend our Sunday-school papers as being far more spiritual than 
any others with which we are acqtainted. 


IV.—ON REFORMS. 


As an annual conference we are still determined to be right, and to do right at the 
‘cost of all; to stand on God’s side of all questions and be in the vanguard of all reforms. 

Tur SABBATH QuEsTION.—Many strange complications confront us at this point and 
plead for our support and sympathy. The pleasure party, visiting party, excursion party, 
the railroad, the street car, the milk route, cheese factory, creamery, the Sunday newspaper, 
and many other strange complications plead for our liberality and endorsement. But we 
are fully resolved to give them no quarters, but do all in our power to discourage and dis- 
countenance every form of Sabbath desecration, 

Tue Liquor Trarric.—We hear the cries of 260,000 quivering, bleeding, broken hearts, 
the awful wailing of 260,000 souls who annually fill a drunkard’s hell. 

We declare that a traffic responsible for idleness, poverty, pauperism. desolate homes, 
deserted wives, blasted hopes, broken hearted mothers, helpless orphan children, vice, 
crime, blood, anarchy, and blackness beyond all description, can fine no shade of suppoct 
among us. We stand solid, first, last, and all the time for positive, clean prohibition—that 
means to vote the third party Prohibition ticket. 

Romanism. — We believe Romanism to bea great system of idolatry, ‘‘the mother of 
harlots,’’ baptized with the blood of martyrs and thirsty for the destruction of true Protest- 
antism. Her only aimisself-aggrandizement. Her pretended friendship and patriotism is 
only a hollow mockery to accomplish her end. We declare ourselves again to be emphatic- 
ally opposed to the whole scheme of Romanism. 

SrcretisM.—We firmly believe secret societies to be a most deadly foe to our “holy reli- 

gion.” The Farmer’s Alliance, the G. A. R., and Labor Unions as far as we know them are 
all secret societies. As a conference we are determined to strictly enforce our Discipline, 
and give no encouragement at all to any society where secrecy is connected with the organ- 
ization. Neither will we knowingly invite ministers to fill our appointments who are known 
to be members of any of the secret, Ohrist-ignoring fraternities. 
- Topacco.—We believe the use of tobacco to be a bad, useless, unchristian habit; a sin- 
ful waste of money. and energy. detrimental to health and good morals; a most filthy, 
degrading, unchristian practice. It corrupts all who use it, disqualifies them for social life, 
and may close the gates of heaven against many. We most emphatically enter our protest 
against its use in any form. 

Dress.—A plain, clean cut separation for God is our motto. We believe the wearing 
of neckties, gold watches, and gold-rimmed spectacles tends to worldliness, is out of har- 
mony with the spirit of our Discipline and inconsistent with our doctrine and teaching on 
plainness. We request and sincerely hope that our people will not wear them. We also 
believe it to be the duty of Free Methodist parents to hold their children to the line of 
plainness of dress while under their care and control. 

MARRIAGE AND Drvorce.—General disregard for the marriage vow with an increasing 
demand for divorce for mere trifles is fast sapping the life and foundation from society, 
church and home. We vigorously urge all our people and preachers to do their full duty 
and hold fast to our good old Discipline on this question. 

Pusiic Worsuip.—Indifference is the spirit of the age. A failure to attend the quar- 
terly conference, camp-meeting, public means of grace in general, and to keep up the old- 
fashioned, regular class-meeting is very noticeable among us. Indifference, laziness and 
worldly greed seem to be the cause. This is a serious departing from the ‘‘ancient land- 
mark.” We must urge our people to greater activity in this respect, or the devil will get ~* 
them sure. Dislike for the preacher, or dissatisfaction with the administration will never 
justify us in neglecting the means of grace. 

Sprerruatrry.—The greatest of all needs is deep spirituality. It will take more than 
paper resolutions on annual conference records to remedy all our failures and get us right 
where God wants us, start us going right and keep us right all the time. By far the great- 
est need of all needs is a real, genuine, deep work of grace in the heart. If we keep filled 
with the Spirit in the full enjoyment of entire sanctification and keep to the New Testa- 
ment standard in our preaching, teaching and testimonies, we have nothing to fear from 
Sabbath desecration, liquor traffic, Romanism, secrecy, tobacco, dress, divorce and all the 
combinations of evil together. But without this most blessed experience and only fortifi- 
cation, we are hopelessly and helplessly exposed to all forms and combinations of evil and 
worldliness, and the cruel ravages of sin, the world and the devil. We therefore most 
heartily recommend to all our people a deeper baptism of the Holy Spirit as the only and 
sufficient remedy and cure for all.

Il.—ON TEMPERANOKE. 


Mr. Webster defines temperance as the moderate gratification of the passions and appe- 
tites. St. Paul stood facing the evils of intemperance and, it is written, ‘‘As he reasoned 
of righteousness, temperance, and judgment to come, Felix trembled.’’ Also in his epistle 
to the Philippians he said, ‘‘Let your moderation be known unto all men.’’ The wise man 
knew something about the evils of intemperance and gaid, ‘‘And put a knife to thy throat, 
if thou be a man given to appetite.’ There are instructions about, and exhortations to, 
temperance found all through the word of God. We presume a man may be as intemper- 
ate in eating as in drinking and although the evils may not be so far-reaching, yet they are 
bad. Otherwise it would be useless to make such a command as ‘“‘Whether ye eat or drink, 
or whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory of God.” 

One of the most fruitful sources of evil is intemperance, and it has reached gigantic 
proportions. It has entered the home circle, destroying the happiness within and driving 
the once happy wife and mother to the wash-tub or some other laborious task that she may 
support the family. Oftentimes she is compelled to furnish money for her husband to 
spend in purchasing that which will ruin both soul and body, while her children go hungry 

- and poorly clad, with scarcely a shelter from the storm or a place to rest their bodies for 
the night. Yet the world passes on saying, “Unfortunate; it is too bad; she is only a 
drunkard’s wife; these are only the children of a drunkard.” The evil of intemperance is 
not felt in the home circle alone, but it is exerting influences that are powerfully felt in the 

+ government. Many favors are offered to those in power in order to secure their aid and 
hush the voice of law while they carry on their murderous and soul-destroying curee, blight- 
ing the lives and making paupers of those in a once prosperous condition. All of this is 
going on under the protection of the government in this day of boasted enlightenment. As 
to the extent of this curse we quote from the J uly issue of the Homiletic Review: ‘In the 
year 1840 there were 4.17 gallons consumed per capita and in 1902 this amount had increased 
to 19.48 gallons at a cost of $17.04 each, every family of the country spending an average of 
$80 a year for drink, making a total of $1,346,330,926 spent for drink in 1902.”’ 

When we take into consiaeration the suffering and misery, the want and woe, together 
with the 60,000 drunkards that die annually and the 60.000 boys that must take the places of 
those gone, in connection with the blighted and ruined womanhood we have a scene which 
no pen can describe. The gin-mill is grinding slowly but continually and is turning out 
its home-destroying, government-polluting and soul-damning grist of wreck and ruin alk 
over the land. F

MISCELLANEOUS 


Seven sittings of the conference were held, one each on Wednesday and Thursday, two 
on Friday and three on Saturday. The Lord set his seal upon the conference by greatly 
manifesting his presence. 

The publishing house was represented by Rev. W. P. Ferries of Elgin, Illinois. 

The new general superintendent, W. T. Hogue, presided with great satisfaction to all. 
His sermons and addresses to the conference were highly profitable to both preachers and ~ 
people. 

The treasurer reported a small deficiency in the conference claims which was ordered 
paid out of the home mission fund. ; 

The conference ordered a collection of twenty-five cents per member to be taken for 
home mission purposes. Also that half the freight bills of preachers who move their house- 
hold goods be paid from the home mission fund, where no reduction can be obtained from 
the railroad ; and in cases where a reduction can be obtained, one half the bill is to be paid 
from the home mission fund, less the amount of reduction secured. 

The general missionary board was asked for appropriations for circuits in this confer- 
ence as follows: Boscobel circuit, $30; Loyd and Little Willow, $20; Sioska circuit, $25, 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society raised during the year, $600. The members 
of the W. F. M.S, and the pastors and delegates agreed to put forth a great effort to raise 
$1000 for foreign missions during the coming year. Promises toward this amount were 
secured at conference to the amount of about one hundred dollars. . 

The conference ordered the collections this year to be taken as follows: November, 
General Missions and Home Missions; February, General Superintendents’; April, Con- 
ference Claimants’; June, Evansville Seminary, fifteen cents per member; August, Church 
Extension. 

A resolution was adopted, asking all the preachers to set aside one Sunday in the sec- 
ond quarter of the year in which to call the attention of the people to the work of the Amer- 
ican Bible society and its relation to missions, home and foreign, and to take a free-will 
offering for the society. 

During the last sitting of tbe conference, funds were raised to purchase a Colt’s Oriter- 
ion stereopticon, to be presented to the Evansville Seminary, as the gift of the Wisconsin 
conterence to the physical laboratory of the seminary. The first Friday in November was 
appointed as a day of fasting and prayer for the interests of Evansville Seminary.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Samupy Wurrney was born in New Hampshire, November 7, 1816. His early life was 
spent in the states of New Hampshire and New York as a farmer and a sailor. He came to 
Illinois in the year 1846. About this time he was married to a Miss Gould who was a most 
devoted and active Christian. - 

In his early manhood Brother Whitney came under the power of unbelief and had very 
little sympathy with the Christian religion; but when he was about thirty years old he was 
gloriously converted in the class-room in the old meeting-house at Fredonia, New York. 
Tis first labors in the ministry were in Northern Illinois, in the Wesleyan Methodist church. 
This was in the days of pioneering and circuit traveling which meant sacrifice and hardship 
indeed for the itinerant preacher. After some years of faithful labor in this connection, he 
united with the Illinois conference of the Free Methodist church in the year 1871, and was 
pastor of the following circuits in that conference: Big Patch and New Diggings in 1871; 
¥reeport and Lena in 1872 and 1873 ; Deanville and Pierceville in 1874. 

He became a member of the Wisconsin conference when it was organized in 1875, and 
traveled the following circuits: Eau Olaire and Menomonie in 1875; Cuba City and New 
Diggings in 1876 and 1877; and Platteville and Martinville in 1878. He was traveling chair- 
man of the Whitewater, Platteville and Northwest districts in 1879. In 1880 he was pastor, 
in connection with G. W. Farnsworth, of the Oaledonia circuit. He was made conference 
missionary in 1881, and during the year 1882 served as pastor at Beaver Dam. 

Tn 1883 he was given a superannuated relation, and continued in the same until his 
death seventeen years later, in Evansville, Wisconsin, on the nineteenth of March. 

Brother Whitney was twice married. To the first union were born four sons and two 
daughters. His second wife was Mrs. Julia M. Gould, to whom he was married in 1867. 
To this union was born one son. Death removed his companion from him several years 


oO. 

‘“‘father’? Whitney, as he was affectionately called during his last years, was a man of un- 
usual worth. Kindness, gentleness, fidelity and devotion were among his prominent char- 
acteristics, His love for the cause and people of God never waned. When his faculties 
became dulled by age, he yet possessed a keen appreciation of spiritual truth. The men- 
tion of the name of the Master he had served so many years was always received with a 
brightened countenance, and a warm response. Father and Mother Whitney both retained 
the freshness of their spiritual life and still brought forth fruit in their old age. 

He was buried from his home in Evansville, Wisconsin. Rey. L. B. Webb preached 
the funeral sermon from 2 Timothy 4:7, 8. 


Ruy. Tuomas OnarmMuEy was born at Saughall, England, April 24, 1822, and was con- 
verted about the year 1840. He was married to Jane Jackson in 1846 and to them were 
born five sons and four daughters. Brother Charmley and family came to this country in 
1852, settling on a farm near Beaver Dam, Wisconsin, where he farmed as a means of sup- 
port for some twenty-five years. During this time he served asa local preacher and Sun- 
day-school superintendent in the Wesleyan connection, About this time Brother Oharmley 
attended a Free Methodist camp-meeting where he was led into the experience of entire 
holiness and soon after cast in his lot with the Free Methodist church. He joined the Wis- 
‘consin conference in 1877, and served as a circuit preacher for nine years. Since that time, 
owing to age and failing health, Father Oharmiey held a superannuated relation, preaching 
and laboring as health would permit, always abounding in good words and deeds. His 
life can be summed up in a few words of holy Writ, ‘‘A good minister of Jesus Christ,” ‘‘A 
good man, full of the Holy Ghost and of faith.” After months of failing health, our 
brother passed triumphantly away, August 11, 1903, at the home of his son, Thomas, at 
Pardeeville. He leaves four sons and three daughters to mourn their loss, most of whom 
were present at the funeral which was held at the Presbyterian church, Rev. R. Pate preach- 
ing the sermon from 1 Oor. 15:57, He was assisted in the service by Brothers J. E. Cole- 
man, O. Sigglekow and R. H. Warren. He was laid to rest in:'the Pardeeville cemetery 

beside his precious wife who preceded him some nine years.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON PUBLIOATIONS.

Academies, 
normal schools, colleges and universities abound, and if one wills to have an education we 
see no good reason why he may not be successful. While grateful for what has been 
attained and the progress that our public schools are making, and with no thought of dis- 
paragement, yet we fear the efforts made have been confined too much to the development 
of the mental powers to the neglect of the moral. Plato, years ago, defined the best sys- 
tem of education to be that which gives to the body and to the soul all the beauty and all 
the perfection of which they are capable. In later years Washington said, ‘*Without virtue 
and without integrity, the finest talent and most brilliant accomplishments can never gain 
the respect and conciliate the esteem of the truly valuable part of mankind.” We give 
hearty assent to the statements of these eminent men, and would emphasize the thought 
that. while the intellect is being enlightened, the character should be carefully moulded 
aright. In recognition of this great need, through sacrifice, hard labor and self-denial the 
Free Methodist church has founded several institutions of learning where students would 
not be expected to participate in questionable associations; where a premium would be 
placed on plainness and neatness of appearance and sound piety rather than on style and 
superficiality : where the Bible is respected as the word of God instead of a collection of 
legends, and its precepts taught to be of supreme authority. While we do believe in the 
development of the physical as well as the mental and moral, we do not believe in an edu- 
cation that makes pugilists and sports, and we do protest against athletics as taught in 
men institutions, resulting to many in impaired health and injured bodies, if not in loss 
of life. 

Therefore, in consideration of the above, and also because Orleans Seminary is so near 
and was formerly located within the bounds of our own conference, we hereby recommend 
that we give more especial attention to the above-named school: 1. By giving of our 
means to aid in this good work. 2. By assisting in securing students. 3. By earnest, 
persistent prayer that God may anoint the faculty and work up the students so that it shall 
be not only a thorough institution of learning of high grade, but most emphatically a sal- 
vation school.

IfI.—ON REFORMS. 


Reform means to form again or form anew. There are many kinds of reform but the 
reform we wish to bring before you is that of religious reform. The great standard to 
which we all should adhere in bringing about reform is the word of God. Erase from the 
minds of men and society all moral restraint and the natural tendencies and desires of the 
human heart will dominate throughout the world; and as the heart by nature is sinful and 
evil continually the result would be impurity and moral corruption. Men become great 
only as they become good, and all good emanates from God and his inspired teaching com- 
municated to men through the Bible. Nations have fallen because they have spurned the 
word of God. Look at France. Some years ago her national assembly appointed a com- 
mittee to look into and investigate the subject, as to whether or not the Bible was true. 
That committee met and reported that there was no God and that death was an eternal 
sleep. They burned the Bible, abolished the Sabbath, and set up for worship the goddess 
of Liberty in the form of a vile woman. This nation reaped in blood in the years follow- 
ing the awful results of such an act, and her history stands before us as a warning to adhere 
to the word of God. 

Among us as a people there is need of reform in this respect: First, in searching the 
word ourselves, and secondly in teaching it to our children. Some of usif asked to teach 
in Sabbath-school are compelled to decline or must under great embarrassment study as 
we teach. Then how many of our children never study the word at all. How many are

allowed to run riot wherever their fancy takes them and first disobey their parents, then 
break the Sabbath by engaging in baseball-playing, horse-racing, hunting, gambling, etc. 

Many of us are guilty of robbing God. Some rob him by failing to give of their means 
to support the gospel, and spend it for superfluous adornment and selfish gratification. 
Some rob him of his day by idleness or staying from the means of grace and sometimes by 
Sunday visiting which not only robs them of spiritual life but causes others to fail in prop- 
erly giving God his righteous dues. 

A Frenchman once said, ‘‘The success of the American people depends on three things: 
God’s word, God’s day, and God’s house.” 

Then extremes are noticeable on some points of our work. Tobacco, secrecy and dress 
are not the only outward signs of depravity of the human heart. Some use all their artil- 
lery in trying to obliterate some particular sin while a thousand other sins never receive a 
single rebuke. God save us from ruts agd make us well-rounded Christians. 

Then again some of our preachers are quite indifferent about some of the conference 
claims. Our Discipline plainly states their duties in respect to preaching an educational 
sermon and also preaching to the children and taking a collection for these interests. If 
we fail to educate and win our children for Christ it is only a question of time -when our 
Zion will be a thing of the past or numbered with those churches to whom God will say, 
‘’Thou hast left thy first love.” 

Then again, backbiting is a sin which we all need to watch against. For one who pro- 
fesses to have communion with God to talk about another behind his back with a desire to 
lower him in the estimation of others is unbecoming and unchristlike. Let us remember 
God is the silent listener to every conversation. Then again, in our business dealings let us 
be more careful. How often is the church involved in disgrace because of careless trading 
or dealing with one another. 

We also deplore the fact that our preachers pay so little attention (?) to their studies. 
We would recommend that our elders urge upon all ovr preachers the importance of bring- 
ing up all their conference studies. In view of what has been said let us double our dili- 
gence and take heed to ourselves and to the doctrine, praying God for a greater outpouring 
of his Spirit upon us.

II.—AN EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT ON REFORMS. 


RomanisM.—Romanism differs from the evils of intemperance in that it is an insidious 
foe. It lays its plans in secret, and, as far as possible, executes them in the darkness. She 
is filling our land with foreigners, who, while professing to be citizens of our country, have 
sworn allegiance to the pope of Rome. The greatest per cent. of rumsellers belong within 
the pale of that church, and the great majority of the strikers and disturbers of the peace 
in the coal regions are of the same persuasion. She is seeking to destroy our public schools 
by driving out Protestant teachers and filling their places with those of Roman Catholic 
faith. Whenever she can get the power she banishes the Bible from the schoolhouse and 
substitutes her version in its place. 

We cannot but express our surprise and disapproval of the course taken by many of 
our editors, religious and otherwise, and of many of the high officials of our government 
in telegraphing messages of condolence and printing editorial and other articles laudatory 
of the late pope of Rome. This has been carried so far that it suggests that Protestants 
must have forgotten the past, dark history of that church and its popes and potentates, and 
their present position concerning many of our institutions of civilization. 

Dr. William Burt, superintendent of the Methodist Episcopal Mission in Rome, which 

is located almost under the eaves of the Vatican, pertinently writes: ‘‘That which aston- 
ished all liberal-minded and patriotic Italians is the adulation and praise that has come in 
the form of condvlence from Protestant countries. No one here can understand the tele- 
rams of Emperor William and President Roosevelt. They have outdone all the rulers of 
oman Oatholic nations, so that the cardinals are now quite discontented because of the very 
indifferent telegramsJreceived from Catholic powers. We respectfully but emphatically 
protest that Leo XIII. was not a temporal ruler, but simply the tishop of Rome and the ac- 
knowledged head of the Catholic church. If this deference to popery is allowed to go On, 
where will it end? Is it not manifest that Protestantism has become effeminate? A dis- 
tinguished Jew, a statesman of renown in Europe, said to me, a few days ago, with evident 
sorrow: ‘It seems to me that Protestantism is going into bankruptcy. It is reduced to 
mere sentimentalism, which erects a monument to Luther one day and sends gifts, tele- 
grams of congratulation and condolence to the papacy the next.’ ”’ 

We fear that unless the Protestant church awakens to the real condition of affairs and 
takes consistent, persistent and united action against the doings of this foreign church we 
shall live to see great trouble and distress, and behold our fair land again deluged in blood.

II.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


We have reasons to be thankful for the state of our work at the present time. A spirit 
f harmony and brotherly love prevails among our preachers and people. Inthe main our . 
people seem to be determined to hold to the ancient landmarks and are manifesting an 
aggressive spirit at some points to extend our work in new fields. 

The repairs on church and parsonage property the past year are very commendable. 
This spirit of keeping our church buildings in such repair that they will look like buildings 
for God is very essential to our prosperity. May the day come speedily when churches, par- 
sonages, barns, fences, the entire church premises, will preach ‘holiness to the Lord” seven 
days in every week. And let all the people say amen in word and with their means. 

Some good revivals and four camp-meetings have been held. A class has been organ- 
ized and a church dedicated in Martin county, Indiana. A class has been organized and a 
new church is in prospect at Danville, Illinois. A new church at Ashboro, Indiana, and at 
Henning, Illinois, are now nearing completion. 

We are made sad to note that on some charges there has been a decline spiritually and 
numerically. In some instances the decline is very marked and if it continues long will be 
fatal. We should ‘‘set our face toward the Lord God.” It is certain that we need a mighty 
outpouring of the Spirit of God ; it is equally certain that we may have it in proportion to 
our needs. We suggest that our people be very diligent in prayer and in reading the 
scriptures, and be good and faithful servants of God; also that our ministers study to show 
themselves approved unto God, workmen that need not be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth. 


III.—ON CHUROH LITERATURE. 


Recognizing the mighty influence exerted by the literature we read upon the mind and 
character we deem it our duty to emphasize the need of careful and thoughtful perusal of 
the good and aosolute rejection of the evil. Study is the divinely ordained method of men- 
tal cultivation whereby is secured a vigorous intellectual growth; and while we should in 
one sense be men and women of one book, and should always give to the Bible the first 
place among all books, we should also eagerly devour the contents of those books and pub- 
lications which will result in making the reader stronger intellectually and morally. There 
are many books of this character obtainable and we recommend more earnestness in our 
application to such. In reference to periodicals there is quite a variety of papers 
which are very good and which it may be worth our while to read, but towering above them 
all in strength and wholesomeness is our own church paper, the Frrz Mernopist, It con- 
tains within its covers each week a large amount of good, clean, spiritual food. Let our 
ministers be more energetic in circulating it and our laity in subscribing for it. A most 
excellent monthly is the Harnest Christian. Our Sabbath-school literature for purity and 
excellence is unsurpassed. Let us be more zealous to counteract the corrupting influence 
of evil literature by circulating the good. 


IV.—ON EDUCATION. 


True education embraces the entire man. The physical, intellectual and moral life is 
capable of and should be developed. Any system of education which neglects the cultiva 
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tion of the moral faculties is sadly deficient. Hereiniis found a lamentable weakness in 
the public school system of our country. While great stress is laid upon the necessity of 
better physical life, and gymnasium work and athletic sports are insisted upon by almost 
every institution of learning, and the curriculum of the public schools and colleges is 
strengthened each year for the development of intellectual life, how little is being done to 
develop the moral life and arouse the sense of individual responsibility to God and man. 

We rejoice in the fact that our people are becoming more and more interested in this 
great work which is of such vital concern to us as a church. 

We note with great satisfaction the progress of our college and seminaries and the 
interest in Christian education that is prompting men to generous giving for their support. 
These schools have a strong claim upon us and we here renew our pledge of a year ago to 
uphold these reservoirs of truth by our continued prayers and patronage. 

But the work of education is not confined alone to the schools. The home and the 
chureb are potent factors in the development of our youth. Family discipline is sadiy 
neglected in many homes. There are not enough good books and periodicals on our cen- 
ter tables. Too many children are allowed to leave school before they have completed the 
common branches when circumstances would permit it otherwise. 

Again the children and young people should receive special attention in the church. 
Our saved young people should be put to work. Our Sabbath-schools should be provided 
with appropriate libraries, and the cultivation of vocal music should be more generally 
encouraged. We believe that an adherence to the ideas suggested will conduce greatly to 
the spiritual growth and development of our young people. 

We endorse and commend the present system of conference examinations for our 
preachers as being both impartial and practical. We are sure it will stimulate our preach- 
ers to greater diligence and make them more efficient in their ministerial work. 


V.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


The great object of the Sabbath-school is to give a knowledge of God and his word, to 
lead souls to Ohrist and promote the spirituality of the church. Every one, both young 
and old, should be interested in this department of church work. A knowledge of the 
scriptures is indispensable to efficiency in the work of God. A thorough study of the inter- 
national series of Sabbath-school lessons, especially as prepared in our own Light and Life 
supplies, will afford a general knowledge of the Bible. 

Early impressions are very lasting and productive of good or evil. Therefore, both 
pastors and parents should regard the Sabbath-school as a most important field of labor 
and heartily engage in it. We believe parents are responsible for the exercise of parental 
authority and should see that their children attend our Sabbath-schools. We heartily 
endorse the efforts of our Sabbath-school secretary to introduce the Home Department 
work and recommend that our schools take up and carry forward this work. We also rec- 
ommend that wherever practicable, normal classes be organized. 

In view of the fact that the masses of the young people have their minds poisoned 
against the truth by false doctrines and skepticism we further recommend that our children 
be carefully instructed in the doctrines of our church as set torth in the Free Methodist 
catechism. 


VI.—_ON COMPLIMENTARY RESOLUTIONS. 


This has been aremarkable conference. A blessed spirit of love and harmony prevails. 
The services have all been spiritual, and frequent overflows of divine grace in the hearts of 
the saints have been experienced. General Superintendent Hart’s ministrations have never 
been enjoyed more than at this session. His preaching, especially, has been in demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit and of power. We are also pleased to note that his faithful companion of 
so many years has renewed her youth and is privileged to be among us. 

Our dear Brother McKinnell, while burdened with grief and a sorrow known doubtless 
only to those who have passed through like affliction, has been abundant in labor in pro- 
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viding excellent entertainment for all. ‘We miss her who would have so willingly and joy- 
fully shared this work with him, yet we do not dare complain of Providence. : 

The people of Olay City have with a generous spirit opened their hearts and homes to 
receive us, and kind words and good cheer greet us everywhere. We would show ourselves 
ungrateful indeed were we not to recognize and acknowledge the courtesies received at this 
conference.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


Whereas, we regard the press as one of the most potent factors for either good or evil 
in our land to-day; and whereas, the enemy of all righteousness is quick to utilize every 
available agency for the advancement of his diabolical work among men, it is not surpris- 
ing that we have what is termed the ‘‘sewer press,’’ which stands for a synonym for all that 
is corrupt and corrupting in modern literature. 

Continuing the figure: We see the almost countless throngs of readers allowing this 
great sewer to empty its putrid stream of literary filth into their minds and hearts. As the 
legitimate fruitage of this state of perverted mental and moral training, we see great num- 
bers of young men and women with decidedly defective ideals of life and its responsibili- 
ties. They have little or no relish for the solids in literature, with very meager apprecia- 
tion of the high concerns of eternal things or right living. 

In view of this condition of things so increasingly prevalent among the people we be- 
lieve it to be the sacred duty of the church of Jesus Christ to do all in her power to neu- 
tralize and destroy the power and influence of the ‘‘sewer press’’ by the widest possible dis- 
semination of pure, elevating literature. We know of no purer or better literature than that 
published at our own publishing house. 

We rejoice in the increasing prosperity which this department of our work is enjoying. 
We should not be satisfied, however, until the Frez Mrruopisr is in every Free Methodist 
home in this conference. We fear that spiritual decline has set in where the Free Method- 
ists begin to practice economy by cutting off the church paper while they allow the secular 
paper to make its regular visits to their homes. Is it possible that holy men canshow their 
preference for the market reports, the doings of the board of trade, the latest social fad, or 
political scandal, to the soul-stirring articles and reports of salvation victories filling the 
columns of our excellent church paper? 4 

Let all our people take and read the Frez Muruopisz, also the excellent books put 
forth by our publishing house, as an enterprise worthy of our sympathy and patronage, 
within the bounds of our own conference. 

We would also call attention to: the Free Gospel Banner, edited and published by J. H. 
Flower, in the midst of a newly begun work in St. Louis, Missouri. We would urge our 
people to encourage our brother in this work by subscribing for the paper. We would also 
mention the New Voice as a journal of good citizenship, a defender of civic righteousness, 
and an able exponent of the possibility and principles of sanctification in politics. 


II.—ON EDUOATION. 


The subject of education is a very important one. There is perhaps but one thing 
more important than the training and developing of the mind of the youth, the sal- 
vation of the soul. We are living in an age when great attention is being given to the sub- 
ject of education. In this country the masses have the opportunity of a liberal education. 

Education has ever been a powerful factor in directing the affairs of men. There never 
was a time in the history of this country when this fact was more fully recognized than it is 
during the present decade. This is evidenced by the stupendous outlay of money in this — 
great republic for educational purposes. Though there are many abuses of learning, as a 
people we recognize the advantage of an education sanctified to God. The worldly and 
skeptical tendencies so prevalent in the public schools and institutions of learning prevail 
to such an extent that the probability of securing the salvation of the student is almost 
impossible, We are glaa to note the factéhat the Free Methodist church has established 
and is maintaining at a great sacrifice educational institutions which teach not only mental 
development, but pure and undefiled religion both by precept and example. The holy 
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Bible is honored as God’s direct word to mankind. A holy atmosphere pervades the insti- 
tutions that is well calculated to bring conviction and a speedy conversion to God. 

We note with pleasure that Greenville Oollege, our own conference school,.is in a bet- 
ter condition than ever before, under the able superintendency of President Hogue and his 
efficient faculty, Greenville College reached her zenith of success the past year; but the 
twelfth year of her history opens still more encouragingly. The enrollment is much larger 
than in any previous year, and we look for a harvest of souls during the school year. But 
if Dea work succeeds as it should we must be united in the effort and responsibility of the 
work. 

An effectual door is opening to the Central Illinois conference in the work of Green- 
ville College. Seldom do such opportunities offer themselves as does the college work to 
this conference. There is much to be done. There is a call for money and sacrificing 
service if this school fully meets the demands of the work already in sight. 

We urge every Frese Meruopisr family to stand by this school. First, by giving your 
prayers; second, by sending your children; third, by giving to it of your means. ~ 

We recommend, first, that the board of trustees should secure a financial agent and that 
the pastors of this and all patronizing conferences heartily co-operate with the said agent 
in his efforts to raise the needed means to further the wor: of the college. 

We recommend, second, that the pastors of this conference hold one service at each 
preaching point on his circuit in the interest of Greenville College. 

Haye recommend, third, that the conference hold an educational service during this ses- 
sion in the interest of Greenville College. 


III.—ON REFORMS. 


There can be no genuine religion without reformation, but reformation is not religion, 
onl the result of it; and as long as our religion is genuine. our reformation will be com- 
plete. 

Szornr Soormtizs.—We believe that secrecy is iacompatible with Ohristian experience ; 
also with the true spirit of republican government. We believe that the teachings of the 
Bible are against such societies. Jesus said: “ In secret have I said nothing.’’ Also, 
“Thou shalt not forswear thyself,’’ which forswearing is required by all secret societies ; 
therefore, | - 

Resolved, That we, as a Free Methodist conference. use all means that love would dic- 
tate to overcome and enlighten the people in regard to the pernicious and baneful effects 
of secret societies. 

‘ TuMppRaNor.—We believe intemperance to be the greatest curse of the age. It brings 
debased morals, withered hearts, crushed homes, blighted prospects, widow’s wailings, tears 
to children, groans to fathers, sobs to mothers, and shrieks to maniacs, In addition to this, 
we must consider the worth of the lives of the murdered ones, and the value of souls that 
are dragged down to the pit of hell, by this demon intemperance ; therefore, 

Resolved, That we as a conference and people are in favor of prohibiting by law, the 
manufacture, importation and sale of all intoxicating liquors, and furthermore we pledge 
our influence, our means, our prayers and uur votes to the accomplishment of this end. 
And we agree to withhold our support from any person who is not pledged (if elected) to 
use his infiuence to carry out, as we believe, these principles of righteousness. 

S,BBATH OBSERVANCE.—The will and economy of God are in accord with the require- 
ments and demands of our spiritual and physival being. We need rest and spiritual refresh- 
ment. God set apart and sanctified one day of the seven for this purpose. We need the 
hallowed influences coming to us from the old Sabbath. We need the gloriousresurrection 
memories coming to us from the new, which, if observed according to the laws of God 
and man, will build us up in personal experience and national usefulness, making us more 
helpful and our influence more potent. Then our light as a nation will so shine that it will 
fall upon hill-tops that are still farther away. A loss of reverence and sanctity for the 
Christian Sabbath is to be deplored by all serious and godly persons. We believe it is one 
of the greatest problems that confronts the church and ministry. We know that there are 
many other evils—evils that are cruel—evils that are gigantic—evils that are diabolical, but 
give us back the sanctity and sacredness of the Sabbath that we once had, Then we will 
close the saloon, tear the mask from the lodge. put the blush of shame upon Catholicism, 
and subordinate almost every other evil to the sacredness and sanctifying influence of the 
old-time Sabbath. But, with the rattle of the Sunday train, the screech of the steamboat 
whistle, many of them loaded with thousands of would-be Ohristians, bent on seeking 
pleasure, rather than God, together with the street cars, the milk wagons and the electric 
plant, each of which requires manual labor on the Sabbath, and this labor destroys the rev- 
erence and sanctity for the day. Can we recover what we have lost, until we abandon these 
things and cease to partake of the evil? 

On Dress.—We are glad to note the absence of worldly conformity among our mem- 
bership in the matter of dress, yet we would continue to warn all to be modest in their 
apparel, to dress according to the word of God, and observe the teaching of our Discipline 
in this particular, not because wise and good men have said so, but for conscience’ sake.

MISCELLANEOUS 


The twenty-fifth annual session of the Ohio conference was held in ‘the Free Methodist 
church, at Akron, Ohio, September 16-20, 1903. General Superintendent W. A. Sellew pre- 
sided with great acceptability, and his comments on the Scripture lesson at the opening of 
each morning sitting were truly inspiring and edifying. 

The following ministers preached during the session of theconference: W. H. Sander- 
son, W. H. Kennedy, E. D. Orane, A. P. Harrell, O. E. Gant, S. W. Stone, W. A. Sellew, 
J. O. Sherburne, J. W. Headley. ‘ 

The committee on Claimants and Olaims recommended that A. V. Leonardson be 
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superannuated with a claim of $125, and that G. A. Olmstead be superannuated with a claim 
of $100. 

S. W. Stone, T. B. Adams and H. W. Mitchell were each given a certificate of transfer, 
with a view of transferring to other conferences, and A. P. Harrell was received by transfer 
from the Wabash conference. 

The following collections and subscriptions were taken during the conference: For 
the secretary and treasurer, $4.46; for Spring Arbor Seminary, $44; about $17 for the resi- 
dent pastor; $200, subscription for Beulah Mission in Cleveland; $25, for publishing the 
Minutes; $6.77, for deficiency in conference claims; $163.71, by W. F. M. S. for foreign 
missions; and $275, to meet the remaining indebtedness on the new parsonage at Akron, 
making a total of $735.90. 

Conference ordered that the collections for the ensuing year be taken as follows: First 
quarter, General Missions (15 cents per member); second quarter, General Superintend- 
ents’ Claim (18 cents per member) ; third quarter, Church Extension and Home Mission- 
ary Collection (10 cents per member); fourth quarter, Conference Claimants’ Fund (38 
cents per member). 

An appropriation of $75 was asked of the general missionary board, to assist the Youngs- 
town society, and $50 for the pastor at Chicago, Ohio. 

A deeply interesting and touching letter to the conference, from Rev. W. F. Matthew- 
son, missionary to Japan, was read by the secretary, and conference ordered that we request 
the editor to publish it in the Frem Merruopist. 

L. G. Lewis represented the publishing house, and seemed to do considerable business 
for the same. 

A vote of thanks was extended to the president for the efficient and impartial manner 
in which he presided over the conference; to the pastor and society, and the people of 
Akron for hospitality shown and the royal manner in which they entertained the conference. 

We were encouraged with the reports of our young preachers, and we desire to urge 
upon every one of them the importance and necessity of bringing up their studies in every 
branch. We trust that every one of them will feel this to be a matter of vital importance, 
and will come to conference next fall fully prepared to pass with honors and with high 
grades in each branch of study. God bless the young men! Amen and amen!

II.-ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


By many the Sabbath-school is said to be the nursery of the church. This may be true. 
We grant tbat it should be so. But observation teaches us that there is very little propaga- 
tion of the Christian religion that takes place in the Sabbath-school. Very few compared 
to the great number who attend our Sabbath-schools are taken from thence and transplanted 
in our church, and these are the exceptions, not the rule.. The rule is that a very great ma- 
jority of the young people go out from our Sabbath-schools either to live ungodly lives 
altogether without any restraint, or to unite with some worldly conformed church where 
they do not teach the high standard of Ohristian living that is taught by us. We pause here 

-and ask the question, ‘‘Why is thisso? Where is the trouble? Is it because there is no rich 
soil in which to sow the seed?’’ Surely not, for many young, tender, mellow hearts are 
open and ready to receive the living seed of God’s word, which he says shall not return unto 
him void, but shall accomplish that which God pleases whereto he sends it. It must be 
God sent. We think the seed-sowing is too superficial; it is too near the surface. It does 
not penetrate the heart, only appeals to the mind in a historical way. As we reap what we 
sow, the result of such sowing is only the harvesting of intellectual attainment, and not the 
awakening influence of the Holy Spirit in the heart. One great need is teachers who are 
deeply spiritual and can teach. Some people cannot teach because they have no goyern- 
ment; others cannot because they do not or will not inform themselves as to what they 
must teach. I imagine that I can now hear one teacher complaining, ‘‘My boys are so 
rough, rude, noisy and boisterous that I cannot restrain them.” ‘My girls,’ groans an- 
other, ‘‘are excitable, untamable, full of mischief as a monkey is of capers.”’ 

We know there is a certain age when boys and girls are hard to manage. It comes 
somewhere between the ages of thirteen and sixteen. possibly at points outside of these 
+wo boundaries. It is the Solomon age with boys. They know a great deal, or at least they 
think they do. A boy is conscious of growth. This has its signs. His coat is too short for 
him; a great deal of bare wrist is below his sleeves; his feet are running away from his 
pants, and in fact he can tell father all about the business of the family and just what each 
should do. 

There is a corresponding state in the life of girls. They too, are restive. They are 
conscious that they are making progress. This is manifest in their physical state. Growth 
seems to be by jumps. They find joy in the discovery that they are almost as tall as mother. 
Mentally also, they are conscious of unfolding capacities. It is the recognition of spring- 
time. ‘She is turning one of the concerns of life’s roadway.’? And with a certain class it 
is the hoity toity age, when all elements of character are on the see-saw, titter and giggle. 
‘Such classes are certainly not easy to manage. Their attention is hard to get and harder 
to keep. They are uneasy, on the move, in a flutter almost continually. Their great desire 
is interest and the teacher must interest them; give them the stimulant they desire, not 
only present to them the vessel that contains it, but as Samson came with his hands full of 
honey which he had taken from the carcass of the lion, and gave it to his father and 
mother, so should the teacher come to his class with his hands, head and heart filled with 
wine, milk and honey drawn from the lesson, and give it to the pupils in a way that will 
interest them. } A 

‘““But,”’ says one, ‘‘I can’t interest my class.’’ Well,if you can’t you had better resign. But 
try itonce. Say, ‘‘I will interest them.” Use figures, give interesting facts to illustrate 
the lesson, so occupy their thoughts that there will be no chance for anything else to creep 
in. We have now in mind a teacher just as he looked while teaching his class. ‘‘How he 
did work.’ He went at it like a buzz-saw, automobile, or the ringing for central at a tele- 
phone station. But he got those boys. He soon had their eyes, ears and hearts. Dr. 
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Whitefield once when indisposed said a pulpit sweat, he thought, would do him, good, A 
Sunday-school sweat I think will do us all good. Tryit. Take a class. Sweat next Sun- 
day. Meet their worldly enthusiasm with spiritual enthusiasm. Be earnest, fervent and 
labor on. Remember the age we have been specifying is one of the most important to in- 
fluence and hard to manage; yet the management will pay. Oorners in roads are always 
of consequence. Let us stand here, men and women of God. Stand at the corner where 
youth is diverging into manhood and womanhood and give these young souls a turn in the 
right direction. 


III—ON REFORMS. 


Your committee on reforms respectfully submit the following report. The Christian 
church is to-day confronted with many evils which threaten to destroy the happiness of the 
home, the purity of the church, and the prosperity of our nation. Among these evils is 

Tue AmeRIcAN Satoon.—There is none greater than the home-destroying, nation-de- 
generating, God-dishonoring, legalized saloon of American. None so wide spread and so 
far-reaching in its demoralizing influence reaching from the White House to the lowest hovel, 
standing with iron-like grip on the very throat of our nation, threatening the lives of its un- 
born millions. ‘‘O wretched nation that we are, who shall deliver us from the body of this 
death?” It cannot be hoped that the Republican or Democratic parties with their present dec- 
laration of principles will deliver us, for they are both saloon keepers and have proven them- 
selves again and again unworthy the support of Christian voters. There is but one political 
party that standsexactly for what we preach and pray, namely, the immediate and utter and 
eternal destruction of the saloon and the emancipation of its slaves and the protection of 
our boys and girls. Prohibition isits name. With this party we give our prayers. With 
this party we pledge our votes. } 

Marriacze anp Dryorcr.—We deplore the looseness of the laws of our state on divorce, 
and are grieved at its awful results. We believe marriage is a divine institution and not 
simply a civil contract. If marriage is only a civil contract, then the state laws which 
unite a man and a woman as husband and wife have a right to dissolve said union at any 
time and for any cause, agreeable to said law. But marriage is a divine institution. 
Therefore, ‘‘What God hath joined together, let not man put asunder.’? Doubtless the 
many divorces and remarriages carried on by the courts. lawyers and preachers in the dif- 
ferent religious denominations are due largely to a financial consideration as well as to the rk 
lustful condition of society. That is to say, there are a few dollars for the court that dis- 
solves a marriage contract and a few dollars for the preacher who marries them again. 
But we as Free Methodists declare ourselves to be out of the business. 

We call attention to paragraph 52 of our Discipline, which reads in part as follows: 
“We recognize no other ground for divorce than that permitted in the word of God. Any 
person guilty of a violation of this law shall have no place among us.’’ We have known of 
a few persons among us who have been guilty of a violation of this law and have caused us 
a great deal of trouble. Therefore let all our people, especially our preachers, be awake to 
this evil and see that our Discipline is enforced. 

Secrer Socieries.—It is the sense of your committee that our opposition to_ secret 
societies has its foundation in the word of God. That history proves that secret societies 
ever have been the incubators where sedition, treason and anarchy have been hatched. 
After careful observation of the work and influence of these secret orders we are prepared 
to say that they are enemies to the church of Jesus Ohrist and stand in the way of the gal- 
vation of sinners. Therefore, under whatever name these societies sail, whether temper- 
ance, benevolent, life insurance or labor union, we as a people will be outspoken against 
them, and by the grace of God will make men see the more excellent way—love. 

Druss.—The spirit of worldliness in dress is making inroads upon the church and 
threatens to destroy that mark of distinction between a disciple of Jesus Christ and a fol- 
lower of this world. While our people are free from the wearing of gold, flowers and 
feathers, yet we are not in every case free from superfluous ornaments and worldliness in 
dress. Does not the wearing of bunches of ribbon or chiffon on their hats, or showy 
buckles on their belts, or dresses made of perforated goods which exposes parts of their 
body to the public, or clothing made in the very height of fashion testify against us? Let 
us all be awake and by precept and example sound the trumpet loud and long against these 
evils. : 

SunDay OnsERvANCE.—We rejoice in the fact that we have one day in seven for rest and 
worship—a day to wait upon the Lord without distraction. We disapprove of Sunday visit- 
ing and Sunday newspapers and Sunday street car riding, and buying and selling milk, ex- 
cept in cases of necessity or mercy. 

Evin Sprakine.—‘Speak evil of no man” is a divine command. One of the character- 
istics of persons walking after the flesh in the lust of uncleanness as given by St. Peter is, 
“‘They are not afraid to speak evil of dignities,” and one of the prerequisites to Ohristian 
growth is ‘‘Lay aside all evil speaking.’ To this end let all our preachers see that Mr. 
Wesley’s sermon on Evil Speaking be read in every society as set forth in §2, 7 136 of the 
Discipline.

The twenty-first annual session of the South Dakota conference was held in Wessington 
Springs. The conference sittings and afternoon services were held in the pleasant and 
commodious edifice recently dedicated by the Methodist Episcopal society of the town, the 
use of which was kindly granted by the pastor and society. 

The services of General Superintendent W. T. Hogue were highly appreciated. The 
addresses given to the conference were edifying and instructive; his preaching was in the 


demonstration of the Spirit, and the business of the conference was disposed of with effi- . 


ciency and general satisfaction. 
The Rev. W. P. Ferries, of the Illinois conference, represented the publishing house

IIl.—ON REFORMS. 


Pronisirion.—We believe that the legalizing of the liquor traffic isa sin against God 
and a crime against man, and that ‘‘no political party has a right to expect, nor ought it to 
receive, the support of Christian men so long as it stands committed to the license policy 
or refuses to put itself on record in an attitude of open hostility to the same.’’ Therefore 

Resolved, First, that we pledge ourselves to vote as we pray. Second, that we will do 
all thaf we can by personal efforts and the circulation of prohibition literature to educate 
public sentiment in favor of prohibition. We rejoice that we\have a church paper that is 
so consistent and fearless in its war against the liquor traffic. We therefore recommend the 
Free Meruopist as one of the very best prohibition papers in the country. We further 
recommend that this conference authorize the district elders to put a preacher in the field 
who shall be known as a conference prohibition evangelist, if the necessary funds shall be 
pledged and a suitable preacher be secured for such position. 

SappatH OrsERVANCE.—We believe the institution of the Cnristian Sabbath to be by 
divine command and its desecration a sin which will justly exclude from the kingdom of 
grace and glory. We deplore the running of Sunday excursious by the railroads, thus plac- 
ing great temptations before the young by offering reduced rates and many questionable 
attractions at the other end of the line. We believe that Sabbath visiting, pleasure riding, 
reading secular papers, letter writing, and worldly conversation are infringements on the 
divine command, ‘‘Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy.’’ Therefore, 

Resolved, That we will do what we can by precept and example to restore the sacred- 
ness of the Sabbath in the home and public life. 

Secret Socretizs.—We are glad to note that our church has taken no backward step in 
her attitude toward secret societies. We are opposed to secret societies, not only because 
of their ungodly and un-American secret oaths, but also because they reject Jesus Christ 
who is the true light of the world and the only door to the kingdom of heaven. The lodge 
system is one of the greatest hindrances to the advancement of the cause of Ohrist in the 
earth. Therefore

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Resolved, That we will do all we can to intelligently warn the people against this 
great abomination. [ ea) 

Romanism.—We do not believe in assailing any religious organization simply because 
they “follow not us” but we look upon Romanism as a dangerous political institution that 
is opposed to the spirit of the Constitution of the United States. The attitude of the Rom- 
ish church toward the public school system, and the dissemination of the word of God 
proves that she is not entitled to the confidence of loyal Christian citizens. Therefore be it 

Resolved, That we favor the circulation of such books and papers as will enlighten the 
people on this subject. We especially recommend the book sold by our publishing house 
entitled, ‘‘Facing the Twentieth Century,” and the Converted Catholic, a monthly paper 
published in New York. '

II.—ON MEMOIRS. 


T, J. Srons.—As sunshine and shadows alternate, so joys and sorrows closely press 
upon each other. This time while shouts of praise are echoing throughout the church, at 
Titusville where the body of the Oil Oity conference has met for its fifth annual session, 
our overflow of joy gives way to sobs of grief and weeping at the announcement of the 
death of our beloved Thomas Stone. First, the usual surprise, then from scores of grief- 
stricken co-laborers is heard the deep-meaning ‘‘amen”’ to him who doeth many things 
which seem mysterious to us but who can make no mistakes. Then hope’s bright beams 


- 
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fiash upon us and all are inspired by one thought fittingly expressed in the cheerful song, 
‘‘We’ll never say good-by.”’ We now settle down to our loss and the world’s loss of one of 
God’s noblemen. We and the worldewill miss him. No more sermons and songs to cheer: 
us. No more when midnight finds some souls at the altar at camp-meetings will he come 
to the rescue to champion the cause, and pray as only he could pray and bring victory from 
seeming defeat. Well, let us again say ‘“‘amen’’ to God’s will and each look and hope that 
his mantle may fall on us. 


Woucorr.—Sister Minnie Hayford was born in McKean, Erie county, Pennsylvania, 
May 8, 1870. Having a very consecrated, devoted mother who taught her the principles of 
righteousness she was converted when a child, but retained her grace but a short time. At 
the age of eleven her mother passed into the glory world, leaving her in care of her sister. 
She was a member of the M. E. church for a number of years, but knew nothing of the 
grace of God until June 29, 1895, when she was wonderfully saved by the power of God at 
Springboro, under the labors of Rev. Mr. Schooley. She then became a very self-sacrificing, 
self-denying, devoted saint of God, caring not for her own life only as she spent it for lost 
souls. Her influence was felt everywhere for good. Having spent seventeen years of our 
lives together, we became one in heart, bearing each others sorrows and sharing each oth- 
ers joys. Feeling the call into the work of God she did not delay as do many, but went to 
Hope Mission, Pittsburg, in September of the same year she was saved. Here she labored 
for ten months, seeing souls saved through her efforts. She labored the following two years 
on the home circuit in band work where she was instrumental in winning gems for Jesus. 

On December 22, 1898, she was married to Morgan E. Wolcott and spent the rest of 
her life in the work on the Johnsonburg, Pleasant Grove, Fleming and Philipsburg circuits. 
She left the field of labor on the Philipsburg circuit, to receive her eternal reward Septem- 
ber 14, 1903. We shall miss her but we shall meet her in the morning. 


III.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


It has pleased God to grant to the Oil City conference, for the few years since its organ- 
ization, a good degree of prosperity. The outpouring of the Spirit which has been enjoyed 
has resulted in a quickening and enlargement of all departments of the work of God. We 
have had some gracious revivals and our membership has been increased yearly. Some 
new societies have been organized and new church and parsonage: buildings erected. The 
work of experimental holiness has gone forward with power. We believe the work has a 
good foundation and a bright future. Shall we as a conference measure up to the situation 
and make the future of God’s work what it ought to be to the glory of Christ Jesus? This 
report, therefore, is written, not in a congratulatory strain, but for the future of our work. 
The subject naturally divides itself into three heads: (1) What causes have contributed to 
this success? (2) What elements of weakness show themselves in the present condition of 
the work? (3) What dangers confront us? 1. The causes which have contributed to what- 
ever success has attended our work for the past few years appear to have been the following: 
(a) The work has been carried on by both preachers and members, among themselves, as 
weil as among those outside, with a single issue—holiness of heart and life. Personal aims 
and considerations either have been made a secondary matter or have been entirely lost 
sight of. While we have been keenly alive to all moral reforms and are by our very exist- 
ence radically opposed to all prevailing forms of sin or wrong, yet we have been wise 
enough not to allow our church to degenerate into a mere reform church haying simply 
negative issues. If we can get men holy in heart and life all reforms are immediately ac- 
complished. (b) The first cause above mentioned precedes and produces the second, which 
is a genuine condition of brotherly love, harmony and unity, especially among the minis- 
ters and workers. This has existed to a marked degree even associated with the most radi- 
eal differences about ways and means; about modes and methods. The preachers have 
loved each other with pure hearts fervently, and seem bound together by bands stronger 
than steel. (c) A spirit of aggressiveness has been especially prominent in thiswork. This 
has been manifested by pushing out into new fields, holding street meetings, grove meet- 
ings, camp-meetings; and, most of all, by house to house visitation. (d) A spirit of self- 
sacrifice has predominated with both preachers and people. The district elders, as well as 
the circuit preachers, have seemed willing to give up many comforts and conveniences of 
home life to win souls for God. The preachers on the various circuits have gladly received 
small and insufficient remuneration and have suffered many privetions. At the same time 
the laity have nobly held up their hands by giving liberally for the support of the gospel, 
and by making sacrifices of money and of time to assist in carrying on God’s work. 2. 
What weaknesses are manifested? It is useless to say there are none. There aresome, and 
some quite serious ones. Is it wisdom to cover these from sight? Have we not intelligence 
enough to perceive, and grace enough to acknowledge, and courage enough to correct these 
elements of weakness? Your committee think we have. So we may frankly and boldly 
mention them. (a) First may be mentioned a lack of family government among both 
ministers and laymen; and, resulting from this, in some cases a lack of domestic piety. 
There should be an immediate and radical improvement in thisrespect. (b) Second, alack 
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of systematic giving for the support of God’s cause may be mentioned as a serious weak- 
ness in our church within the bounds of this conference. This failure puts heavy burdens 
upon the few faithful and willing pilgrims who will and do see that the financial obligations 
of the church are met. If we can once establish systematic giving on all our circuits, all 
our religious, charitable and benevolent enterprises will be abundantly and easily supplied 
with means for their needs, and new ones can be undertaken. (c) Third, there is a tendency 
observable at times to unduly exalt the emotional part of religion at the expense of the 
practical. We do not require or desire any less blessing and its manifestation, but we do 
need closer living and more careful walking before God. 3. What dangers confront us? 
The greatest danger of all is that a spirit of division may come in among us. Alas for our 
work when we lose that spirit of love, unity and harmony which has so remarkably charac- 
terized our work for the few years past. (a) A condition which may arise to cause division 
both among preachers and members is a desire to fill the best and most honorable places. 
This will be more likely to occur in the future as we increase in numbers and influence. (b) 
Next after the danger of division might be mentioned a disposition to laxity in holding our 
members to obtaining definitely the experience of holiness. God has called us out on this 
issue. Unless we hold to this definitely, persistently and steadily, we shall fail of our mis- 
sion, lose our power, and soon have no place in God’s work. - 


IV.—ON EDUCATION. 


To educate is to develop. God has created every man with a physical, a mental, and a 
mora) or spiritual nature, and education in its fullest sense includes the proper training 
and development of the entire man. 

It is the part of wisdom as far as possible to meet those conditions which conduce to 
ur physical well-being. such as proper exercise, wholesome food, fresh air, avoidance of 
narcotics and everything that is detrimental to health. 

While it 1s important that our physical natures should be properly developed it is more 
important that our minds should be properly improved, and still more necessary that our 
spiritual natures should be properly cared for. 

We live in an educational age and no doubt the attention given to mental training will 
be increasingly greatas time goes on. It is therefore necessary that we as a church in order 
to keep pace with the age should recognize this fact and exert ourselves accordingly, using 
all proper means to this end, and especially that the ministry should study to show them- 
selves approved unto God, workmen that need not to be ashamed. The course of study 
prescribed by the Discipline is excellent and may be mastered by any young man of ordi- 
nary ability in four years if he will apply himself as he should. 

We would further state that we are in perfect sympathy with the institutions of learn- 
ing of our denomination and would call special attention to the A. M. Chesbrough Seminary 
and Greenville College. At such schools our children may acquire an education without 
having instilled into their minds the subtle principles of worldliness, infidelity and higher 
criticism. But while we esteem an education of great importance in the work of the min- 
istry we should remember that it is the gospel and not education that is the power of God 
unto salvation to everyone that believeth, and we are pleased to note that our last general 
conference has made provision for the reception of useful men who have been deprived of 
early educational privileges and we trust that this and other conferences will take advan- 
tage of the same and save these men to the work of God and the church. 


V.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


_ No part of church work is more important than the Sunday-school. The children are 
the hope of the church. A Oatholic priest once said, ‘*Give me the training of a child for 
the first nine years of life and you may have it the rest,” The scripture says, ‘‘Train up a 
child in the way he should go, and when he is old he will not depart from it.’’ If this be 
true, father and mother should take their places with the children in the Sunday-school and 
shed their influence upon their offspring in training for heaven. Statistics show that ninety 
per cent. of the converted people have been converted before twenty years of age and that 
their early training made the more lasting and vivid impression upon their minds and lives. 

On account of so many of our young people being lost to our church we believe it due 
to the existing condition of the Sund ay-school. We, yourcommittee, therefore recommend, 
1. That all our superintendents be spiritual, zealous, always on time, with a thorough 
knowledge of thé lesson. 2. We recommend that under no consideration shall an uncon- 
verted teacher be allowed to teach in our Sunday-schools, as the spiritual import of the 
lesson cannot be conveyed by them to the scholar. 3. We alao recommend that in every 
Sunday-school a teachers’ meeting be organized and that it be attended weekly by all teach- 
ers. 4, We also recommend that the Home Department of the Sunday-school be organ- 
ized in each society where possible. 5. Werecommend that we use our own Sunday-school 
literature as it is the purest and most spiritual of any we know. 6. We recommend that 
libraries be placed in all our schools so that our scholars may have reading matter, pure 
and clean, selected by those having spiritual oversight of them. We believe that pure liter- 
ature is a power in molding right character.

II.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


We would not forget to express our gratitude to God for the mercies shown us during 
the past year. While death has visited some of our societies and some of the workers have 
been called to their reward, yet we have great reason to thank God for his loving kindness 
and divine help. We feel deeply humiliated to learn that instead of an increase in -mem- 
bership there has been a decrease of nearly forty members during the past year. The para- 
mount need throughout the conference and all over this country is a mighty, sweeping re- 
vival of old-time religion. This is the great need everywhere. How shall it be brought 
about? First, we need a deeper consecration to God and the work he has called us to, both 
on the part of the ministry and the laity. 

We view with alarm the growing tendency on the part of many of our preachers to give 
so much of their time to secular pursuits—time which they promised God and the church 
should all be devoted to him and his wor. We feel like insisting on our preachers devot- 
ing more of their time to pastoral visiting and in doing personal work among the people. 
If there is any complaint against any of our preachers, it is almost invariably this: ‘‘He 
don't do pastoral work.’’ There are a hundred complaints on this line where there is one 
regarding his preaching ability; and we believe that in nearly every instance he would re- 
ceive a better support, if he would give himself fully to the work of the ministry. The re- 
quest of most of the circuits is, ‘‘Send us a good pastor.” 

' Again, the craze to make money is working ruin on many of our circuits. Many of our 
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people move away and weaken and ofttimes ruin whole societies, because (like Lot) they 
fancy they see a good grazing country, and they pitch their tents toward Sodom without 
any regard to the work of God or their own spiritual welfare. 

Again, one reason why so many of our preachers are leaving the field is because they 
see the laity making money and laying by something for a rainy day and paying but little 
more to the cause of God than they did when they were poor. Thus they are tempted to 
turn their attention to some other occupaticn in order to supply something for the support 
of their families when they are gone, other than leaving them to the charities of the church 
or at the mercy of a cold world. ; 

We would urge our people to be more liberal in supporting our work. Let us all renew 
our covenant with God, now, in the beginning of this new conference year, to stand by the 
work of the Lord as never before. Let us go in for a revival on every circuit and in every 
society. God bless us as a conference and make this a year of victory and salvation! 


III.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


One of the greatest powers either for good or evil is the press. By what men read they 
are made either better or worse. One has said, ‘‘I am a part of all I have read.’ Or, what 
Ihave read goes to make up what Iam. Good men and bad men have both gotten a grip 
on the press. They are both determined to succeed in their work. We live in a world 
which, like the open sea, permits men to steer where they please. Knowing this to be a 
fact, we should choose with great care what we read and recommend for others to read. 

As Free Methodists and Ohristians we should be very careful what we read. We con- 
sider the Frrz Mernopist as a religious journal among the best, if not the best published, 
the freest from impure teaching. Seldom do we find anything within its pages, but what is 
practical, wholesome and experimental. The Free Mernopisr in the past, with its able 
editors and many able contributors, has been in the front rank with the periodicals of the 
times. And as a conference (and we hope as a church) we are praying the blessing of God 
on the new editor and his corps of assistants. that the Frrm Muruopist may retain its pres- 
ent place in the front ranks of religious papers. We would earnestly urge our people to 
procure the Earnest Christian, a monthly magazine alwars filled with choice things from 
Father’s table. We recommend the Missionary Tidings to allof our people. Our Sunday- 
school literature is excellent and should be used by all our Sunday-schools. We would 
speak a word of encouragement for the Free Gospel Banner, edited by J. H. Flower, of St. 
Louis, Missouri, and the Pilgrim’s Banner, edited by J. H. Wilson of the West Iowa con- 
ference, believing as our Lord has said, ‘‘Those who are not against us are for us.” 

Seeing by the report from the different charges the small number of Prez MerHopists 
taken by our people, we urge our district elders and pastors to make a determined effort to 
increase the subscription list one hundred per cent. in the coming year. 


IV.—ON EDUCATION. 


As a church we stand firmly upon the principle that spiritual attainments are the chief 
requisites to usefulness in the work of God, and the best advertisement to the efficiency of 
the gospel we preach, to save the lost. But we stand just as firmly upon the principle that 
consecrated education is a vital help, and we believe it to be practically an essential to real 
success in soul-saving. 

Further, we believe that no educational system is complete without being thoroughly 
Christian, both in purpose and in practice. In view of the fact that the Free Methodist 
church has, from its beginning, promoted Ohristian education by a most earnest and effec- 
tual effort to place our schools in reach of all, it is needless to say that we believe in Obris- 
tian education. We believe it to be the sense of this conference that the young people in 
our Free Methodist homes especially, and as many others as possible be urged to attend our 
schools, not simply as a means of. culture, but as a means of salvation coupled with culture, 

Further, it is the sense of this conference that every Free Methodist pastor should con- 
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sider himself a special agent in his congregation to urge the need of just such Ohristian 
education as is afforded by our schools. ‘ 

We deem it a special privilege that we have with us at this sitting of the conference the 
president of Greenville College, as our general superintendent, and as a conference we 
commend this, our school, to the special attention of all our young people. 


V.—ON REFORMS. 


Prourprrion.—As we listen to the voice of the general conference we hear, “Tet every 
man break away from party trammel and never knowingly give his vote or influence to 
elect any man to office who will use his official or personal influence to legalize the traffic 
in intoxicating liquors as a beverage.”’ As Christians we are bound to do all we can to pro- 
hibit by law this nefarious traffic, which cannot be legalized without sin. It is not enough 
that we advocate prohibition, but we must begin to practice what we preach. We must 
preach until men shall feel themselves out of harmony with God and the Bible and the 
church in voting anything but the Prohibition ticket. 

Tum Socran Eviu.—The tendency of society everywhere is to look down upon the un- 
fortunate, and seemingly the moral vane of physical corruption is alarmingly on the in- 
crease, and demands on our part as Christians and citizens of our commonwealth that we 
put forth a strenuous effort to stem the tide of moral evil and purify the morals of family, 
church and state. 

Frnancz.—We feel it imperatively necessary to insist on all our people the importance 
of systematic giving to the support of the cause of God. We recognize the system as set 
forth in our Discipline as being the best, and especially call the attention of the pastors and 
district elders to the importance of the enforcement of the same. 

Sxcrzucy.—We stand decidedly square with all the rules and resolutions heretofore of- 
fered by our conference and general conference, and feel that from the greatest unto the 
least, we should abhor these combines which are all of the evil one.

II.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The time has come in the history of literature when the expense of procuring books 
and papers is a matter of small consideration. Publications of every character, from those 
deyoted to the spread of viciousness to those advocating the sublime and elevating truths of 
Christianity, may be read, if not owned, by all who wish to read. So the great question to 
be considered is not, ‘‘May we read?”’ but ‘‘What shall we read?” A right answer to this 
question is of vital importance. Too commonly, men who publish books and papers are 
regarded as superior creatures, and their words are received with too much credit, the result 
of which is, that many absorb the sentiment and spirit of unprincipled and misleading 
writers. God has honored the pen and the press as a means of conveying knowledge; but 
men in many cases have debased this means by use in wicked enterprises, until books, 
papers and pictures of the most dangerous character flood the land, requiring great care- 
fulness in the choice of literature. ; 

The effect of reading a book is sometimes wonderful. Lives are influenced and des- 
tinies determined, to some extent, by what people read. Some in all the stages of life have 
acted the part of some character in a tale of fiction. The life has not been real, but only 
assumed, by trying to be someone who never lived. And others, not assuming, but ener- 
gized by the spirit of characters described, and principles set forth in good books, have given 
_ tous the history of saints, teachers, leaders, and honored magistrates. If lives, then, are thus 

shaped by what is read, the importance of literature begins to appear. 

We wish to emphasize the duty of reading. No prophet or apostle was ever more defi- 
nitely urged to write than others were to read. The angel who communed with John, the 
Revelator, said: ‘‘Write the things which thou hast seen, and the things which are, and the 
things which shall be hereafter.” But unto those who were to read the message the heav- 
enly messenger said, ‘‘Blessed is he that readeth, and they that hear the words of this 
prophecy; and keep those things which are written therein.” ‘If any man shall add unto 
these things, God shall add unto him the plagues that are written in this book; and if any 
man shall take away from the words of the book of this prophecy, God shall take away his 
part out of the book of life, and out of the holy city and from the things which are written 
in this book,’’? A benediction is here promised to those who read aright, and a curse added 
to all who do not read and properly,esteem the word of inspiration, and in this promised 
benediction and these added curses alone is sufficient emphasis on the subject of reading. 
The Bible ranks first in the literary realm, and with those publications designed to 
unfold the inspired truths which it contains, should constitute the Christian’s library, We 


, 
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know of no better books and papers for the purpose of illustrating Bible doctrine than 
those of the Free Methodist publishing house. There are many in these days, of other 
denominations, who for soul food read books and papers which have been repudiated by 
their own denomination. We know of families who take several periodicals which are 
more or less contaminated with heresy, for the sake of getting something to read which 
welcomes the theory and doctrine of holiness. But there is no necessity for this among 
Free Methodists, as the official organ of the denomination, the Frrz Meruopist, is a 
staunch exponent of the doctrine of entire sanctification and other fundamentals of religion. 
The books on sale at our publishing house which treat the doctrine of holiness are the best 
in the land, and any of said publications which in any measure treat the subjects of the 
second coming of Christ or divine healing, we believe to be as sound in doctrine as can 
be procured elsewhere, so that there is no excuse for the neglect of our own literature and 
for the patronizing of other publishing institutions. We also especially recommend the 
Earnest Christian, published by B. H. Roberts, North Chili, New York, the Missionary 
Tidings and the Sunday-school literature of our own publishing house. Some of our peo- 
ple subscribe to and read the official organs of ‘‘come out’? movements; and seeing that 
the Free Methodist church is now passing from the first to the second generation, which 
has been a most critical period in the history of all denominations, the ery of the publi- 
cations last referred to is, that the Free Methodist church, repeating the history of others, 
is apostatizing. It is in these independent books and papers;and from those who read 
them that we see and hear most of the expressions of fear. We therefore urge our people 
to beware of that which casts reproach upon the church whose instrumentality under God 
has dug them out of an horrible pit and miry clay.

II.—ON EDUCATION. 


There is only one thing of more importance than the proper training of the minds of 
the young; viz., salvation, 

We do not desire to unduly exalt nor yet depreciate mental training. Our public school 
system is a bulwark of the republic and a grand institution, and yet the moral training is 
often neglected, and the evil associations and worldly tendencies to a great degree over- 
come the influences of the godly home and Sunday-school. Hence the need of our Free 
Methodist schools. We urge especially upon our people the splendid schools of our church. 
To our ministers, evangelists and local preachers we again urge diligent compliance with 
the disciplinary course of study as an excellent preparation for the ministry of the Free 
Methodist church. 


III—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS, 


As Free Methodists we have a great many things for which to be thankful, not the least 
of which is our Sabbath-schools with their sacred influences over the young. How could 
the influence help but be salutary with our godly set of teachers and clean-cut literature. 
But amid our thanksgiving our hearts are pained when we see Free Methodist children going 
out of Sabbath-school to a life of sin or formalism. Can we not find the reason for this in 
the following? 

1. First, and perhaps the greatest reason for this departure is the lack of parental 
government. The Bible says that one sign of the coming of the last days is that children 
should be disobedient to parents. There was a time when parents ruled their children, but 
too often now the children rule their parents. Over-indulgence of their children is mis- 
taken for kindness. The rod of correction which the Bible enjoins is ruled out as cruel. 
Threats are made and scarcely if ever, fulfilled. ‘‘Don’t be too rigid,” is the cry, and as a 
consequence they do about as they please. The natural heart scarcely if eyer chooses to do 
right, and consequently the child is absent from the Sabbath-school and the church service. 

2. Alack of oneness of purpose in the home life of the parents is another fruitful 
source of this departure. Prayer-meeting and Sunday religion will do very little toward 
inculcating in the hearts and minds of the young the principles of holy living. It must be 
exemplified in oneness of purpose and strict piety in the lives of those who have the over- 
sight of their souls. : 

8. A lack of interest by the parents or teachers in the salvation of the children of neces- 
sity causes them to lack interest in their own salvation. Preaching may be never so 
straight, but if it lacksthat burning unction which makes the hearer realize that the speaker 
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is in earnest in what he says, it is like a sounding brass or tinkling cymbal. Convince the 
children that you think they will go to hell unless they get saved. There are enough to tell 
them otherwise. ; 

4, Again the parents are asa rule very little interested in Sabbath-school work. They 
are too old, have too much to do, and numerous other excuses are given. It is natural for 
the child to think if father and mother are not interested, there ismot so much in it after all. 

5. The lessons are not made interesting by the teacher. Young minds cannot be 
caught by dry facts and figures, they want something lively that will attract them on the 
wing. . f 

For these and other failings we need to humble ourselves before God and tarry until 
we obtain divine guidance, and then go forth to take our children and Sabbath-school 
scholars for God and the church. , 


IV.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The printed periodicals and books of the present day are potent factors in the develop- 
ment of thought and character. The press is a vast magazine of power ‘‘which laughs to 
scorn the Archimedian problem.”’ ‘It isa power with a lever as long as eternity, as subtle 
as thought, as quick as the sunlight, and resting on the fulcrum of the mind, bedded in the 
immortality of the soul. He who uses that power has a responsibility that sweeps in the 
line of his active influence beyond the stars and upward to the bar of final accountability.”’ 

We would that this weighty force were always pure, never demoralizing, but ever on 
the side of lofty sentiment and noble desire; however, such is not the case. The stream of 
American journalism is sadly polluted, far below the scriptural attitude. Truth mixed 
with error is palmed upon the public, truth not in the Bible and beyond is presented, ‘‘de- 
structive criticism,” subversive of true religion is rampant, lies are published as the stern- 
est facts. How many wrong ideas! ‘‘One day Prince Bismark rolling in triumph toward 
Paris, had leisure to visit a country schoolhouse; and it was there that he found what he 
called the saddest sight in France. What? Widow with starving family? A set of school 
books filled with lies.’’ 

One of the best ways to dispel darkness is to turn on the light. Let there be a dissemi- 
nation of pure doctrine. Our church has recognized this fact, and is at work rolling a 
“noble stream of truth” throughout our borders. ‘Purity and Maturity,” ‘*‘Wood’s Per- 
fect Love,’ and the ‘‘Central Idea of Christianity’’ possess a high degree of clarity, leading 
the mind and heart up on the line of moral aspiration. In fact all of our publications are 
of a high order. ; 

We suggest that all of our pastors make a persistent effort to push our own denomina- 
tional publications. ‘‘No church,” says one, ‘‘can long retain its distinctive features unless 
it has its acknowledged standard publications. Let every Free Methodist preacher leave to 
his successor the names of the subscribers of our periodicals, and the date of expiration. 
In this way the pastor can look after the renewal. The disciplinary duty will tend to per- 
petuate our subscribers. 


V.—ON REFORMS. 


Your committee on reforms respectfully submit the following report: 

1. Faminy Govrrnment.—This is a neglected subject. Nearly everywhere we see a 
woeful omission of duty in the home. This is indeed a sad state of affairs. With children 
not trained, disobedient at home, they are also at school, community, and state, and they 
become a curse to God and man. But when they are subject to rule, are obedient to au- 
thority, they will bless God and mankind. Rather neglect, if necessary, house, farm, store, 
office, anything, rather than children. 

2. Tse Liquor Trarric.—Oruel and insatiable as death. A gigantic.system of rob- 
bery, murder, and of ruin. No language contains words strong enough to adequately de- 
scribe it. Wesley felt this when he characterized it as the ‘‘sum of all villainies.” It has 
slain more of our fellow creatures than the sword, and its work goes on in our beloved 
country. It antagonizes the interests of the laboring classes especially. It is a greater 
enemy in our country than slavery ever was. We earnestly appeal to all voters to cast their 
ballot straight against it. We recommend the New Voice to the patronage of all. 

3. Masonry.—Brethren, ‘‘Suffer a word of exhortation’’ on this subject. While good men 
sleep, this enemy ‘‘sows tares.’’ Vigilance is the price of liberty. This is true not only in 
a civil, but also in a moral sense, both collectively and personally. This isa stable institu- 
tion, comparatively. We know where to find it and what it is. We know it, therefore op- 
pose it, and shall everdoso. Itisa religion—a false one. They do greatly err, not know- 
ing the scriptures nor the power of God. We recommend all to read exposures of this evil, 
especially the work of CO. G. Finney and the Christian Cynosure. 

4. Mormonism.—Brethrea, we would call your attention to this subject. This is a 
creature grown up in our midst. An evil of grave character, a cancer, a traveling leprosy, 
attacking both our holy religion and beloved country, It is reaching out, spreading like 
the deadly Upas tree, far beyond our borders into many nations of the earth, thereby 
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strengthening herself. We must meet her sooner or later; let us prepare for the conflict. 

We earnestly protest against the seating of Apostle Smoot in the United States Senate. Let 

us not give their missionaries any encouragement. 

ts De RomanisM.—Popes and councils have decreed the destruction of all who do not 

_ agree with them. Obediently, their ignorant and fanatical followers went forth to rob, 
burn and kill, till above fifty millions of the best people of Europe were slain. This con- 
tinued through long centuries of aggravated intrigue, inquisition and war. Nor have they 
repented of their evil ways. Nor council, nor pope have plainly and publicly declared any- 
thing against their work of the past; but on the contrary they have fully justified them- 
selves (in their own eyes) in all their evil ways. Thus they are evil at heart now as ever in 
the past. Rome changes not in her boast to-day. 

_Romanism is double; that is, the Romanism of Southern Europe, West Indies and the 
Philippines is one thing and Romanism in England and America is quite another thing. 
The former is vastly inferior to the latter, and the truth is that European Romanism is the 
dominant, ruling party. So she is really worse than she appéars from our point of view. 
Her opposition to our institutions is manifest. Our republican form of government, the 
liberty of thought; the choice of religion, or conscience; and our public schools which are 
the bulwark of our republic, are all objects of hate, and for which they have unitedly 
labored to destroy. They characterize our schools as godless, but we declare that there 
have been none who have done more to make them so than the Roman church. They have 
fought us till the Bible is put out of our schools in some states. She aims at the prostitu- 
tion of this country to her interests and rule. For this they are laboring night and day to 
acquire. Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul, Minnesota, declared at the Ecumenical Council 
held in Baltimore a few years ago, that, ‘‘We must take this country, God wills it? /Asp> 
plause followed. 

6. Lasor Untons.—As these are understood by us, at least, ina general way, it is not 
necessary to define them. Are they right in character and trend, is a great question, and 
many hold them in doubt at least. Ohristians follow Christ, and the Christian church is 
good and large enough to call out and embrace all our affections, and faculties, and we 
should not divide them with anything else. If we do, there isa conscious weakness, for a 

- double-minded man is unstable in all his ways.” We are to follow Christ and in doing so 
will we unite and affiliate with unions? Oan we follow Ohrist and the counsels of the lead- 
ers of these unions; be dominated, ruled by them? No, certainly not. Did Christ ever 
lead aman intothem? Has he not led many out of them? Therefore we should not go 
into them, but keep out. God has called us to peace. ‘Be ye not the servants of men.”’ 
“Ye are the Lord’s free man.’’ ‘Love thy neighbor as thyself.”’ ‘‘Do good unto all men.” 
These are scriptural injunctions, and should be received. We are not ashamed or sorry for 
the position we have taken on this subject. We heartily commend the general conference 
for their position taken on this subject. We are much pleased with the plain, straightfor- 
ward and constitutional course the president pursued in the ‘‘Miller case,’’ in which he in 
no way recognized the unions as of binding force, and declared them, inferentially, un- 
American. — 

7. Worwupiiness.—‘Be not conformed to this world, but be ye transformed by the 

‘renewing of your mind.”’ ‘‘Love not the world, neither the things that are in the world.” 
“For if any man love the world. the love of the father is not in him.’’ Jesus says of it, 
‘but me it hateth.”? Christians love God, therefore they do not love the world, nor should 
they be conformed to it, but stand in opposition. The love of money, ease and luxuries, is 
agreatevil. For instance on apparel we cite you to the holy Scriptures, and the Disci- 
pline. We urge a full compliance with the directions there given. Church entertainments 
of any kind are bad and dangerous in tendency, and should be everywhere eschewed. De- 
yotion to duty, by the ministry among us, we must constantly urge. i 

8. Toxsacco.—This is an evil, and only an evil; nothing to recommend its use (either 


to chew or to smoke).

II.—ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


We are taught by the word that the Sabbath is of divine origin, created in the interests: 
of man’s spiritual, mental and physical well-being. Its proper observance, therefore, is 
not a matter optional with man. All men, of every name, everywhere, and under all cir- 
cumstances are obligated to ascertain how to observe this day, and then observe it, that the 
purposes of God in man’s creation may be wrought out. On this point man has not been 
left in the dark, as the divine exhortation is recorded, ‘Remember the Sabbath day to keep 
it holy.”’ Isaiah defines the meaning of the word holy as it is used in this connection as 
follows: Not ‘doing thy pleasure on my holy day, and eal] the Sabbath a delight, the holy 
of the Lord, honorable, and shalt honor him, not doing thine own ways, nor finding thine 
own pleasure, nor speaking thine own words.’ From this we conclude that it is a day 
wherein we are to rest from the ordinary work of life and devote ourselves particularly to 
the worship of him who hath created and redeemed us; performing only such work as is 
necessary for the care of health and life, and as mercy may demand. Al]l other work would 
seem to be a desecration of the Sabbath, in and for the doing of which we may excuse our- 
selves, but will the Lord excuse us? We fear that all such work is sinful and must be con- 
fessed and forsaken in order to be forgiven. 

When viewed aright it is always to the best interest of man that the Sabbath be kept 
holy, as thus only can he be said to ‘‘delight himself in the Lord’’ and the Lord to “cause. 
him to ride upon the high places of the earth, and feed him with the heritage of Jacob.’” 
Thus man’s spiritual, mental and physical well-being is advanced by the observance of the. 
Sabbath—the keeping it holy as directed. He is better qualified for the work of the week, 
be it performed on the farm, canal, the railroad, the trolley car. in the store, the shop, the 
schoo]l-room or elsewhere. But when man fails to keep the Sabbath holy, he forfeits the 
many rich and precious blessings that fall only upon those who observe the day, suffers loss 
in his triune nature that is difficult to estimate, and above all incurs the displeasure of the 
God of all comfort and the Father of all mercies. He is thus placed at a disadvantage in 
the battle of life and is in an important sense disqualified for making a success of the work 
he has'in hand. Sooner or later the obedient one will be anprised of the fact that it is the: 
height of wisdom to heed the command, keep holy the Sabbath day, while the one who is: 
careless concerning or disregards the command entirely, may be assured that his ‘‘sin will 
find him out.”’ j 

In view of the general and growing indifference to this divine command, we hereby 
pledge ourselves as a conference to carefully guard against surrendering to any of the 
maty practices that either do-or tend to encroach: upon the proper observance of this day

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We will remember that the Christian Sabbath is the bulwark of our present civilization as 
of our holy catholic church, and will, therefore, for the good of the people at large, for our 
own true prosperity, and for the glory of God, both by precept and example make it a 
matter of conscience to recommend to all the proper observance of the Sabbath. 


11J.—ON CHUROH LITERATURE, 


's While the church is indisputably God-ordained and its methods are divinely directed by 
spiritual processes, yet it is evidently his o.der tnat men should be reached by human in- 
‘strumentality. Among the many agencies thus employed none is more important or effi- 
cient than religious literature. 4 
We note with great pleasure the fact that’ we have a church paper, the Frez Mrruopisr,. 
to send out to the world that is pure and clean and nothing to be ashamed of, either intel- 
lectually or spiritually. It is acknowledged by many other religious papers to be fully wp 
to the standard of Bible holiness. Weare sorry to lose our excellent and efficient editor, 
Rev. W. T. Hogue, who has done so much to bring the tone of the paper up to its present 
high position, but we trust that thé general conference has made no mistake in electing 
Rey. ©. B. Ebey to the editorial chair. Our people ought to take our church paper more 
generally, both for their own good and for the benefit of the publishing house. The living 
messages that come to our homes weekly through its columns bring courage, inspiration 
and life to our souls. ‘The Earnest Christian, a monthly magazine, always comes filled 
with choice things: We recommend the Missionary Tidings to all our people. The high 
standard of our Sunday-school supplies is very gratifying, and the advent of our church 
Catechism should produce better knowledge of the doctrines of the Bible and produce 
stronger spiritual character among our young people. We would advise the organization 
of classes in the Catechism in our Sunday-schools whenever possible. We would recom- 
mend our people to patronize our publishing house and secure and read the best of books 
and thus shut out the evil. 


IV.—ON, EDUCATION. 


* <The aim of every parent should be to place his or her children in the position where 
they can do the most good possible, and because of this the subject of education should 
yeceive careful attention among us. While we hold that all effort is fruitless, in a spiritual 
sense, without the help of the Holy Spirit, and work will be largely lost only as wrought in 
accordance with his will, yet we see that the Holy Spirit must have some material upon 
which to work and something to bless. He will, and doubtless does at times see fit to bless 
and inspire with thoughts that are new and beyond the ability of the speaker or laborer. 
Yet that poes not prove that he will not make use of every accomplishment possessed by 
the subject and which ig consecrated to the service and will of God. 

NNo person can do for God what he should unless he has control of his faculties. And 
where can he gain this power unless it be by carefully committing himself to a system of 
study either in the schoo] or in the quietude of his own library. 

The ministry of our church should be a body of men who are laboring to place them- 
selvés in the best possible condition to administer the word of life. But we are afraid that 
because some find it difficult to commit themselves to mental work they neglect it and trust 
for inspiration from God when the emergency comes. And perhaps in an effort on God’s 

art to break up the habit and show the subject a better way he is left to himself largely, 
to the chagrin of himself and his hearers. ; 

We believe that because we hold such a vital and radical position in the world,eas a 
church, that our ministry should be a band of men that are studying to show themselves: 
‘approved of God, workmen that need not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
¢ruth. We should be men of mental power if possible, and able under God to do the work 
he has given ustodo. Hence your committee beg permission to exhort our brethren to- 
engage as little as possible in secular work and spend more time in their studies. We turn 
to those who are prospective ministers already in the church. We believe that there are 
opportunities enough for them to gain a respectable education. As a church we are well 
equipped with Christian schools, and we would recommend that as far as possible such per- 

*gons avail themselves of the advantage derived from attending them. One of them, the 


‘A. M. Chesbrough Seminary, is within the bounds of our own conference. We recommend 
its patronage to our young people. 


V.—ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 5 


‘ A serious problem confronts us, one that is growing more serious every day. That the 
ehurch is being aroused is a hopeful sign, but until a solution is found and put into active: 
operation we shal] continue to see our children and young people going elsewhere to find 

church homes, and it will be only.a matter of time when our ‘‘house will be left unto us: 
desolate.’? Now-.is our opportunity. Shall we make our schools attractive and helpful 
‘places, where vital truths are thoroughly inculeated, where the mind is stored with Bible

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acta tee heart filled with divine truths and the early conversion of the scholars earnestly 
soug 

While the teacher is held largely responsible for maintaining the interest of the school 
and holding the scholars, we feel that the pastor should keenly feel his responsibility and 
make special effort to show his interest in each individual scholar. It is a fact that children 
and young people appreciate a kind word or handshake from the pastor. Any special atten- 
pia from him is prized more highly than from anyone else, which fact he should not over- 

ook. 

Nothing should stand in the way of having all the appliances necessary for carrying on 
the school work in the most acceptable nianner, To try to do without libraries, black- 
boards, maps, cards and bright papers is to court failure. In order that our school work- 
ers become more efficient in their work we would recommend that schools furnish a full 
line of books for their use. 

We would recommend the Home Department as a means of extending the influence 
and enlarging the attendance of the home school, also the normal course as a most system- 
atic and satisfactory manner of Bible study. 

We would further recommend the purchase and general distribution of W. B. Olm- 
stead’s tract entitled, ‘‘How to make your Sunday-school better.’’? We would also empha- 
size the importance of organizing Sunday-school boards and the necessity of holding teach- 
ers’ meetings if a greater proficiency in this most important work would be attained. 

We would not overlook the fact that among all the Sunday-school papers and literature 
published none is more bright, pure and instructive than that sent out by our own publish- 
ing house at Chicago. 


VI.—ON PROHIBITION. 


Believing that the liquor traffic violates every command of the Decalogue, and that 
consequently it is the greatest enemy in existence both to morals and religion, we recom- 
mend and urge all our Free Methodist people, both preachers and laymen, to oppose the 
trade in intoxicating drinks with all the influence they can exert, by precept and example; 
and as there is a party in the field of politics, which if it were in power, would so legislate 
as to stop the manufacture and sale, and the giving away of that which would cause drunk- 
enness, we not only invite but urge everyone with almost the energy of despair, everyone 
who has the right to elective franchise, to cast his vote in favor of bringing into place and 
power the Prohibition party. Let all act as they pray.

VII.—_ON MEMOIRS. 


Marson E. Brown was born in Danby, Rutland county, Vermont, September 21, 1834, 
and departed this life at his home in South Warsaw, Wyoming county, New York, April 8, 
1903. In early life he came to live in western New York ; was converted at the age of fif- 
teen years and united with the Methodist Episcopal church. He was faithful and useful, 
true to his convictions, and was a person of unswerving integrity. He was blessed with a 
liberal educatiou and for some time he taught school. He cast in his lot with the Free 
Methodist church in the early sixties, and was admitted into the conference on trial at the 
fifth annual session held at Akron, Erie county, New York, in 1864, and received his firat 
appointment at Wethersfield Springs and Gainesville. Since that time he has served the 
following named circuits: West Falls, Otto and Manefield, Gainesville, Yorkshire and 
Centerville, Yates and Oarlton, Tonawanda and Military Road, Wales and West Falls, Pen- 
field and Mill Run, Pennsylvania, Yorkshire, Arcade and Springville, Akron and Town 
Line, Brockport and Hulberton, Mansfield, Allegany and Dutch Hill, Rushford and Oase- 
ville, Bolivar and Pikeville—twenty-five years all told. BrotherBrown was quite gifted in 
prayer, and his exhortations were sometimes seasons of power and inspired eloquence. It 
is claimed that his brother was awakened and brought to Christ during one of these seasons 
mentioned. Brother Brown was also a good preacher. He was twice married. By the 
first marriage two children blessed the home, one of whom preceded her mother to the 
spirit land. Elmer E. of Springville. with his stepmother, wife and nephews remains to 
mourn his loss. Our. brother’s death was very triumphant, which is a source of great 
comfort to all, 


W. W. Brownz first saw the light of day in Indianapolis, Indiana, September 12, 1847. 
Having lost his parents when about four years of age he was intrusted to the care of rela- 
tives. He was quite early in life the subject of religious awakening, and when in his young 
manhood he professed to experience saving grace. But feeling a call to preach the gospel, 
and thinking it a cross too heavy for him, he gave up his religious profesgion, and fora time 
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wandered in the maze of sin, until awakened again by the Spirit of God, he yielded, and 
shortly after his reclamation, he responded to the call and was given a local preacher’s 
license. He was employed on a circuit as supply for one year, and from the quarterly con- 
ference of the then Pittsburg district he was recommended as a suitable person to be re- 
ceived into the conference on trial. Having been thus recommended, and having passed a 
satisfactory examination in the course of study he was admitted into the conference on 
trial and was appointed to the Dunkirk, Forestville and Arkwright circuit, at the twenti- 
eth annual session held at Allegany, New York, 1879. Since then he has served the follow- 
ing named circuits: East Hickory, Pennsylvania, Tonawanda, Gowanda, East Otto, East 
Bethany, Rochester, Parma and Chili, West Kendall, Newfane, Niagara Falls, Allegany, 
Sweden, and Parma and Chili. The last mentioned was his last appointment, where he was 
suddenly called from labor to rest. Sudden as the change was, we believe our brother was 
fully ready as he uttered his last ‘‘Good-bye, mamma, I am going now,” to his sorrow- 
stricken wife. How great must have been the change on that Sabbath morning when leay- 
ing the suffering body, the light broke on his vision in the glory world! May the bereaved. 
ones be divinely comforted and sustained.

Il.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Ruy. G. Harry Acrew.—To this conference was granted the special honor of having 
enrolled in its ranks the Rev. G. Harry Agnew, our lately deceased missionary to Africa. 
It was within the bounds of our conference that he first became identified with the Free 
Methodist church, and his name has appeared for a great number of years in the Minutes 
and upon the rolls of our sessions. But he isno more with us; and it is our sad duty to 
chronicle his death, but a happy task to drop a loving tribute to his memory. 

Rev. G. Harry Agnew was born in Ballymena, County Antrim, Ireland, in the year 
1864 or 1865. When ten years of age he was clearly converted to God, one afternoon in the 

_ schoolroom, through the influence and counsel of a godly fellow-student, and the efforts of 
an older sister who had recently found the Lord. He was baptized and united with the 
Plymouth Brethren, At eleven years of age he was bound out as an apprentice in the dry- 
goods business, in which capacity he served for five years, the last two years filling the posi- 
tion of book-keeper. Asan apprentice he was expected and required to practice the art of 
deception, which he at first refused todo; but at last, overcome by the pressure, he became, 
as he has said, ‘‘As big a deceiver as the rest.’’ He gave up his profession of religion, and 
was for several years in a backslidden state, but was during all that time in distress of soul. 
He was reclaimed in meetings held by the Salvation Army, in the city of Londonderry, 
where he had gone to accept employment asa book-keeper. Having a desire to visit the 
New World, through the assistance of the first mate of the bark, Oynthia, who had been 
converted in the same meetings, he embarked as a stowaway. After a voyage attended 
with much suffering, hardship and exposure, he landed at New Brunswick, going from there 
to Boston, and later to New York. He finally brought up at St. Paul, Minnesota, where he 
secured a position as book-keeper with a clothing house, whose proprietor wasa Jew. He 
served in this capacity, with much delight to himself, and eminent satisfaction to the firm, 
until called by the church to go as a missionary to Africa. 

Shortly after settling in St. Paul he became acquainted with the Free Methodists and 
wasinvited to attend a camp-meeting at Hebron, Minnesota, which he did, and cast in his 
lot with this people. He sought the experience of holiness at this meeting but did not fully 
enter in, until the year 1890, while on a visit back to this country. In 1884 he was appointed 
by the Minnesota and Northern Iowa conference to supply the work in Minneapolis and 
St. Paul. 

In 1885 he, with Robert Shemeld and wife, and W. W. Kelley, formed the first mission- 
ary band sent out by the missionary board to the dark continent. The story of his life 
would make a book. For eighteen years he met the toils and experiences incident to mis- 
sionary enterprise. At times he was compelled to labor on alone until reinforcements ar- 
rived. Two visits were made back to America, one in*1889, due to an injury to his eyes, 
caused by the explosion of a gun, the last in the fall of 1894. In February, 1895, he 
was united in marriage to Miss Susie Sherman, missionary at Fairview Mission station, but 
in the following December he was called to lay her away to rest. Something over a year 
after this bereavement he was married to Miss Lillie Smith, who had been sent to Africa 
as an independent faith missionary. . K 

Brother and Sister Agnew were expected to start for America about the time news 
reached us of his death, which occurred March 9, 1903, and his presence at the forthcoming 
general conference had been anticipated with pleasure. But God ordered otherwise, for our 
brother had gone to be where wearying toil, privation, hardship, suffering and death are 
unknown, and where disappointment and pain and sorrow never come, but where the happy 
worker enters into the ‘‘well done”’ of his Lord. 

Brother Agnew was admitted on trial into this conference in 1889, and elected to dea- 
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con’s and elder’s orders under the clause governing the case of missionaries. He was 
received into full connection in 1895.” 

“In the death of Brother Agnew the last of our pioneer missionaries to Africa, who 
remained at his post, and continued faithful to the church, has fallen, and fallen in the 
midst of his years, and in the most promising part-of his career. He had wrought long and 
hard for the redemption of the dark-skinned tribes of Africa, and his labors had borne 
much fruit. But much as he had accomplished, he seemed at the threshold of wider oppor- 
tunity, and greater achievement, and high were the hopes of the church concerning the 
future of his work on the foreign field—hopes which have forever been disappointed except 
so far as he will continue to live in the influence of his finished work, and in the inspira- 
tion for missionary toil and sacrifice, which his life and death will henceforth awaken, and 
make operative in other lives for the redemption of heathen lands.’’ 


IIIl.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


What shall we say? We desire to neither under-rate nor over-estimate conditions as 
they exist. It is evident to all that the state of the work is not in as flourishing a condition 
as we desire, or should be. There is great need of a genuine revival of religion—a revival 
that not only constrains people to shout, and be happy, but also inspires to loving, benevo 
lent living, whose chief characteristics are not that of iconoclasts, but that of loving, obedi- 
ent, liberal, benevolent ‘‘followers of God as dear children.” 

To this end preachers who accept work from the conference must be consecrated to 
study, visit, and preach, as devotedly and persistently as does the intelligent, persistent 
man of affairs in pushing his business to a successful issue. And the membership of the 
church must be as fully devoted and consecrated to do its part in labor and support of the 
work and ministry. While the ministry is sometimes found wanting in aggressiveness, in 
visiting and laboring among the people, the church is sometimes found wanting, and hin- 
ders and paralyzes the work, through its covetousness and selfishness. We know there are 
devoted, faithful ones in the ministry, and devoted and liberal members of the church, but 
too often members do not honor God with their substance, but rob him in tithes and offer- 
ings; and the blessing is withheld. The obedient, the inhabitants of the Rock, have aright 
to shout, and it is a goodly, joyful sound. But let not the disobedient, the covetous, the 
selfish robber of God in tithes and offerings, endeavor to fill up the measure of obligation 
with large claims and much noise. The people see through it in time, and the church and 
its claims are discredited. Honest, benevolent, upright, individual members may com- 
mand confidence, and respectful, serious consideration of moral obligations, while the 
church, as such, is without influence and power. A church that is not to the front in help- 
fulness and benevolent activities, can have and exert no permanent power and influence 
for good in any community in this day and age. Abstract holiness carries no weight, and 
commands no reverence, with intelligent people in an enlightened age. God might have 
told and testified of his love with the voice of an archangel for ten thousand ages and we 
should never have known or believed it, had he not given us “‘fruitful seasons,” crowning 
all with the earthly life and death of Christ. ““Hereby perceive we the love of God because 
he laid down his life for us; and we ought to lay down our liyes for the brethren. But 
whoso hath this world’s goods, and seeth his brother have need, and shut up his bowels of 
compassion from him, how dwelleth the love of God in him?’ Then the apostle goes on 
to say, ‘‘Little children, let us not love in word, neither in tongue, but in deed and in truth, 
Hereby do we know we are of the truth, and shall assure our hearts before him.”’ 

Our most vociferous claim and testimonies will not convince the world unless it has 
yhe hearty, deep-toned richness born of genuine, unselfish love. Both ministry and mem- 
bership of the church must get immeasurably beyond love of what is sometimes termed, 
“‘our issues,’’ and of the Free Methodist church; and into the place where we are swallowed 
up in the love of God and man, and then victory and success will be ours. ; 

If these faults in ministry and people are remedied, we may look for a gracious and 
widespread revival. Our mission is to spread scriptural holiness through the land. Serip- 
tural holiness, mind you. We are not a reform association, but a branch of the visible 
‘church of Jesus Christ. 


IV.—ON REFORMS. 


While the Free Methodist church is not a reform association, but rather a church whose 
mission is vastly more comprehensive and far-reaching ; comprehending in its results all 
reformation of life and character; that is, the spreading of scriptural holiness throughout 
the land. Yet, to be true to our mission we must bear our testimony against wrong and 
for the right. Sin in its operation and manifestation may be individual and corporate. In 
the individual drunkard, libertine and debauche, or drunkard ma*ers, houses of prostitu- 
tion and syndicates of debaucheries, sin is one and the same. Hence while the drunkard 
shal] not inherit the kingdom of heaven, neither fornicators nor adulterers, we are per- 
suaded that drunkard makers and all those who as official or private citizens countenance 
or further these nefarious crimes are reckoned in the oneclass. Prohibition should be our 
motto. We should demand the annihilation of the liquor traffic and kindred evils. 


i 
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We reaffirm our position in regard to oath-hound secret societies, believing them to be 
subversive and destructive of spirituality, and vital godliness; and believe that Jesuitism, 
Masonry and Mormonism are a trinity of evils, representing the evils of the secret system. 

We are also persuaded of the importance of maintaining scriptural simplicity in ap- 
parel, equipage and manner of living, That the use of tobacco is injurious to health, is 
unclean, and uncongenial to Christian character and calling. " 

While we entertain nothing but good will toward our fellow travelers to the eternal 
years, the adherents of the Roman Catholic church, we must bear testimony against the 
un-Christian character and pagan worship of that institution. The papacy is undoubtedly 
the “‘man of sin,’’ and while there is not much left of its old-time power, it still retains its 
“great mouth,”’ speaking great, swelling words of blasphemy. But God is consuming it 
with the breath of his mouth, and will shortly destroy it with the brightness of his coming.”

ANNUAL MEETING 
FIRST SITTING 


According to a call published in the Frnz Muruopisr, the executive committee of the 
Free Methodist church met at the Publishing House in Chicago, Illinois, on Tuesday after- 
noon, October 13, 1903, at 2 p, m. 

General Superintendent E. P. Hart called the committee to order and presided. The 
devotional exercises were conducted by the president, prayer being offered by F. H. Ash- 
craft. 

The roll was called and each member answered to his name. 

The committee proceeded to elect seven directors for the Free Methodist Publishing 
House. The following persons were elected: B. R. Jones, Me A. Sellew, W. T. Hogue, 
F. H. Asheraft, Thomas Sully, J. H. Porter, E. P. Hart. 


J. A. Watson presented to the committee a matter regarding property which a party 


desired to leave to the Wabash conference, but as the Wabash conference is not incorpo- 
rated, he asked the trustees of the general conference to consider the advisability of taking 
the-property in trust for the Wabash conference. j 

As there are other cases of a similar nature coming before us for consideration, on 
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motion, a committee of three, consisting of W. T. Hogue, M. B. Miller and F. H. Asheraft, 
was appointed to consider the matter and report at a later sitting. 

The matter of granting permission to sell church property was taken up, and the fol- 
lowing requests were considered : 

1. The trustees and society at Pardeeville, Wisconsin, asked permission to sell their 
church building, the proceeds to be used in erecting or purchasing a church at the same 
place. . 

On motion the request was granted. 

2. To sell property at Salt Lake City, Utah, the proceeds to be used in purchasing 
church property in a better location, in the same city, or to be turned over to the Colorado 
conference for their disposal. 

On motion the request was granted. 

3. A request from the official board, and the pastor at Weidman, Michigan, for per- 
mission to sell the parsonage lot, the proceeds to be used in purchasing a lot in a better 
location, on which they purpose to move their present parsonage building. 

On motion the request was granted, provided the society vote to sell the lot. 

4. Permission to sell parsonage property at Jamesburg, Illinois, the proceeds to apply 
on parsonage property on same circuit. 

On motion the request was granted. 

5. Parsonage property at Birds, Illinois, proceeds to be applied on parsonage prop- 
erty in same town. F 

On motion it was granted. 

6. One vacant lot at Pine Village, Indiana, proceeds to be used in repairing the Free 
Methodist church at same place. 

On motion the request was granted. 

7. Harmony Chapel in the Wabash conference, proceeds to be divided between the 
society at Vincennes, Indiana, and Fort Branch, Indiana. 

Numbers 4, 5,6 and 7 of above were recommended by tue Wabash conference, at its 
annual session, held at Clay City, Indiana, September 23-27, 1903. 

A communication was received from Rev. J. T. Bivins, Wichita, Kansas, in which he 
asked advice about selling the parsonage at that place. 

On motion the secretary was instructed to reply that we could not positively advise 
him, and that their right to sell must depend largely upon the nature of the deed they have 
for the property. As far as we are concerned we give our permission to sell the property, 
provided they keep within the laws of the state, and that we would advise him to consult 
with his district elder. 

A communication was received from T, W. Rutledge, preacher in charge at Wahoo, 
Nebraska, signed by W. W. Bruce, district elder in that conference, in regard to selling 
parsonage property. 

The following resolution was on motion adopted : 

Resolved, That in case of the petition for permission to sell parsonage property at 
Wehoo, Nebraska, the executive committee, with its present understanding as to the way 
in which the property is deeded, does not regard itself authorized to take any action in the 
case, except to recommend that legal advice be taken in the matter, and that it also be 
referred for further advice and action to the Nebraska conference at its next session. 

A communication was received from R. Adams of the Arkansas and Southern Missouri 
conference, requesting permission to use money derived frum the sale of church property, 
for building churches on the Beebe district. 

The secretary, on motion, was instructed to write him that we had no authority to give 
him this permission. That the disposition of the money remains with the annual con- 
ference. 

A communication was received from J. L. Duvall, pastor at Clay City, Indiana, 
requesting us to advise him regarding a certain person in his class, who is a member on 
probation, and who is a partner in a firm which sells tobacco. 
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The secretary was instructed to write him, that we regard the question submitted 
to us as one that does not come before us in proper form to require a decision from us, 
but as one that should be looked after by the local society at Chay City. 

W.B. Olmstead, editor of Sunday-school literature, presented the following report: 

To the Members of the Executive Committee: Dear brethren:—The past three and 
one-half months, since the general conference, have been very busy months with me. I 
have attended several camp-meetings and conferences in the interest of the Sunday-school 
work and the publishing house. I have also attended to the.editorial work of the Sunday- 
school department. Personally, my soul is blessed, and my present testimony is that I am 
fully saved and kept through the blood of Christ. W. B. Olmstead,

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE EVANGELISTS 


REY. W. G HANMER’S REPORT 
To TH Missionary Boarp: 

Since the fourth of July I opened the tabernacle meeting with Brother J. H. Flower in 
St. Louis, Missouri, and continued there between two and three weeks. The meeting 
opened very auspiciously, and I hear it has increased in power and interest, until a won-. 
derful work has been done. Many souls have been gloriously saved and sanctified. St. 
Louis bids fair to be the hub of Free Methodism in that part of the country. 

On my way out West I tarried about a week with Brother B. Y. Neal, in the “twin 
cities’”’ (St, Paul and Minneapolis). I found Brother Neal engaged in a tabernacle meet- 
ing. We had excellent meetings with some saving and sanctifying results. 

l arrived in Oregon in time to attend the Central and Newberg camp-meetings with 
District Elder William Pearce; also one at Puyallup, Washington, with District Elder 
B. F, Smalley. Since then I have held a tabernacle meeting in Spokane, and a two weeks’ 
meeting in the church, and one week in Sprague. The Lord has very signally and greatly 
helped and blessed my labors out here in the West.

Although it is but three months since the general conference called your humble sery- 
ant to the office of general conference evangelist, you will doubtless expect a report of my 
labors to the present time. As my election came as a surprise, the work on the Pittsburg 
district, of which I have had charge, seemed to demand my attention until conference, and, 
at the earnest solicitation of the ministers, I requested your honorable body to permit me 
to do so; meanwhile doing what evangelistic work I could. The request was granted and’ 
I have prosecuted the work according to the best of my ability. The favor of God has: 
been shown me, and his seal has evidently been put upon my new calling, encouraging me 
to look forward to four years of prosperity in my efforts to save the lost. 

Since the general conference, I have held one meeting in Indiana, one in Michigan, 
and one in Ohio, besides sixteen quarterly meetings and one camp-meeting on our own 
district.

THE SECRETARY’S ANNUAL REPORT 
Dear Breruren anD FeLLow Workers IN THE MasTER’s SERVICE: 


Special encouragement has been given both in the home and foreign departments of 
the work since our last meeting which was held at Greenville, Illinois, for which we are 
grateful to the Lord. There is an enlarged, intelligent, and more intense missionary 
interest in the home church, Notwithstanding some special tests on the foreign field, our 
workers there are putting on new and increasing courage, and planning for larger things 
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with expectant faith for greater results. The increasing interest in this work in the home 
church is manifested by larger contributions and more volunteers. 


AFRICA—INHAMBANE, JOHANNESBURG ° 


Our work at Inhambane and J ohannesburg has sustained a great loss by the death ot 
our oldest and very devoted missionary, G. H. Agnew, and the return of Sister Agnew ta 
America. Oarroll and Mrs. Rosa Hunter Smith, and J. W. Haley are taking hold of the © 
work with strong faith and courage. Brother and Sister Smith, who are at J ohannesburg, 
give good reports of the work. We are glad to report that Brother Smith’s health is 
restored. The Lord has graciously preserved Brother Haley in health, and he has been 
enabled to render very helpful service at Inhambane, Johannesburg, and Fairview. He has 
been assisting Brother Brodhead for several months because of Brother Brodhead’s nerv- 
ous prostration. Good reports come to your secretary from Brother Haley in regard to 
the work done by our native evangelists at Inhambane. About five of these have been 
wholly supported by individual gifts from our people in the home land. These native 
workers care for and instruct the children who are supported by persons in America. There 
have been about thirty native boys and eighteen native girls supported during the past 
year. This means the sowing of the good seeds of truth in the most receptive soil, and we 
trust there will be an encouraging harvest in workers raised up to give the light ef life to 
their people. 

I think the work at Inhambane is in special need of a two-story iron house at Ohereni. 
This will greatly help in preserving the health of our white missionaries, and by building 
such a home for them we shall be following the example of other missionaries who have 
labored in that malarial climate fer a long time. A young man should be sent out to 
assist Brother Haley. It is of superlative importance that we look after the health of our 
missionaries in such a climate, and in order to do this we should have two, or more, on 
each station, so that if one is sick he may have a fellow worker to care for him, and then 
should he be taken away by death the work will not be wholly unsupplied by white mission- 
aries. 

Johannesburg sustains an important relation to our entire missionary work in Africa, 
it being a kind of center of supply from which we hope to raise up and send forth laborers 
to the other parts of our work, especially to Inhambane. Therefore, in order to more fully 
establish the work there and realize better results, we ought to have another young man to 
assist Brother Oarroll Smith. Then should his health fail, or it be necessary for one of 
them to leave the work, the worker who remained could continue to carry it forward: We 
are expecting that from our work at Johannesburg will come an important portion of 
students for our training school in Natal, or Pondoland. 


AFRICA—FAIRVIEW 


Our missionaries at this station have been called to pass through some crucial experi- 
ences during the past year because of some of the workers leaving the work, and, more 
especially, in view of the causes which necessitated their leaving. These things have had 
avery depressing influence upon the workers and have been severe tests of their faith. 
Brother and Sister Brodhead’s health has been seriously impaired for some time, but we 
are glad to report that they are much better, and we hope they may soon be fully restored. 
There has been a gracious outpouring of the Spirit at Fairview during the past year. 

Our missionaries are abounding in hope for the work, and to this end they are praying 
that we may send out, soon, nine additional missionaries including in this number those 
whom we have already accepted and appointed. Their faith is claiming this desirable 
addition to their workers. I suppose by this time Masala, our very efficient teacher 
n our station school at Fairview for a number of years, will be: in Pondoland 
commencing work, as a kind of John the Baptist, preceding the missionary and 
his wife whom our workers at Fairview-are expecting will soon be there to assist in 
the work. Brother Brodhead thinks that our work in Natal will naturally enlarge in the 
direction of Pondoland, and it is not thought best to have our training school for native 
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boys located at the same place as Sister Allen’s school for girls, therefore, itis thought best 
to have the boys’ training school located at our new station in Pondoland. As the section 
immediately surrounding our Pondoland station is thickly settled with natives, if our ' 
school is located there it will afford a good opportunity for the students to do missionary 
work among the natives while attending school. 

J. P. Brodhead and the other missionaries feel that it is too much for him to have any 
responsibility in connection with the farm work, and they especially request that we send 
out a man and wife speedily to take charge of the same. Your secretary has thought it 
might be possible to secure a man and his wife in Natal to take charge of this work. In 
view of our past disappointments in regard to realizing financial help for our mission work 
at Fairview from the farm products,“it is a little perplexing to know just what to do in 
regard to this matter. According to W. O. Gray’s report a year ago last August we had on 
the farm, stock valued at $635.00, fowls valued at $200.00, and tanks for grain, wagons and 
farm utensils valued at $665.00. Our superintendent reports produce sold the past year 
from the station land to the value of $287.00. We have reason to believe that better returns 
would have been realized from the farm the past year had it not been for the unfavorable 
circumstances. It seems as though having gone as far as we have in our efforts in this 
direction, we ought now again to try to secure a desirable man and woman and send them 
out as soon as possible, to take charge of the farm at Fairview, unless provision can be 
made on the field by securing a man and his wife who are already in Africa. I think it is 
doubtful about our being able to secure such persons there. Perhaps we might secure 
those who would be qualified to look after the temporal affairs of the station, but it would 
not be so easy to secure persons whose influence and work would also help on the spiritual 
interests. As Mrs. Rosa Hunter Smith is now at Johannesburg, and, therefore, Miss 
F. Grace Allen has no white missionary to assist her in the school work, it seems necessary 
to send her a helper as soon as possible. I think we have an applicant for the foreign field 
who would be exceedingly well adapted to this place: It is expected that Dr. Backenstoe 
and Jules and Mrs. Ryff will leave for Africa within a few weeks. It is desirable to send 
out several other missionaries to that field as soon as possible. 

The statistical report from Fairview shows an addition of seventeen communicants 
which is an increase of about 30 per cent. for the past year. We are glad to be able to 
report such a growing interest. Bricks have been burned for a new school building and 
the work is already commenced on the same. With this building completed we shall have 
a good supply of substantial buildings on this station. Sister Allen’s report of her school 
is encouraging. Her patience and perseverance in her work is very commendable, and I 
hope we may strengthen her hands and heart by sending her an assistant for the girls’ 
school, 

AFRICA—ITEMBI, EBENEZER 


Lucy A. Hartman and Margaret A. Nickel have been pushing on the battle successfully 
at these points during the past year. They give encouraging reports concerning both the 
school and spiritual work. Sister Hartman gives her time more to evangelistic, and Sister 
Nickel to school work. Sister Nickel’s recent report states that she had forty-three schol- 
‘ars enrolled in her school. Special meetings have been held on their work during the 
year, and some have been saved. ;: 


AFRICA—EDWALENI 


Nathanael B. and Mrs. Martha Harris Smith have been laboring at Edwaleni the past 
year. They have finished their dwelling house with some aid given them by our workers at 
Fairview. A donation of one hundred dollars was given Brother Smith for the work and 
he has used that toward providing a chapel for meetings. This was a very generous con- 
tribution from Brother Smith’s friend, and with some additional contributions from others, 
and Brother Smith’s work and the work of the natives, the chapel has been completed. 
‘The unselfish zeal of Brother Smith as manifested in planning for andjjsecuring a chapel, 
and the very generous aid given by his friend toward it, are sacrifices well pleasing to the 
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Savior, and such as we are glad to commend. The aid given to this work by our other 
missionaries, friend Larkin, and some of the natives—all evidence an intelligent and com- 
mendable zeal, and give promise of greater things. Brother Smith has made a few yisits 
to Pondoland and gave the gospel message to the people. He reports some fruits of his 
labors there. His health is better, and he is looking for much better things from the Lord. 
The faithfulness, self-denial, perseverance, and courage of our missionaries in Africa are 
much appreciated by your secretary. ‘ 


INDIA—YEOTMAL 


We are glad to report that the Lord has preserved our missionaries in India from seri- 
ous sickness and has given special blessing to the work and workers. The missionaries. 
reported a very encouraging meeting at Yeotmal last Christmas, the results of which 
remain. It has been a time of usual health with our orphans.and native Christians. 

V. G. and Mrs, V. G. MeMurry made requests some time ago, because of their having 
been overtaxed with cares and responsibilities, and in view of the length of time they had 
been in India, that the board provide for their return home. At our last meeting held at 
Greenville, the board approved of their being returned as soon as in the judgment of the 
secretary it was thought best, and he concluded to open the way for their return in time to. 
be at this meeting. The way is open for a new station at Darhwa, which is the most fruit- 
ful and populous part of our district, and it is hoped that we will be able to enter this open 
door very soon. To do so, and to meet the needs of the other parts of the work, calls for 
the sending out of several additional missionaries, besides Emma Appling. Our mission- 
aries have made request for three besides her. The needs of our orphanages will be 
brought before you at this meeting, and I trust we shall be able to plan and execute wisely 
in training our orphans on industrial lines and developing in them noble Christian charac- 
ters and thereby providing faithful workers, It is very desirable that our work be strength- 
ened by sending out additional missionaries and enlarging our work in the Wun district. 
The individual reports of our missionaries in India evidence faithfulness and zeal and 
commend them and their work to you and to our people at home. The consensus of opin- 
ion, now, of our missionaries for India is, that it will be wiser to erect a building at Yeot- 
mal for training our orphans on industrial lines, than to expend such an amount as will be 
needed to purchase a farm for industrial work and provide for our orphans on the farm. 
The industrial problem in connection with orphans in India is a great one, and needs 
careful study in order to solve it wisely. Some special tests which have been felt in con- 
nection with our work in India during the past year, call for your wise and prayerful con- 
sideration and action. I trust much wisdom from above will be given in meeting the’ 
needs of the work. 

JAPAN 


The workers who were sent out to Japan last winter have sent very encouraging reports. 
of the work. They are strongly impressed with the greatness of the work in different 
respects, especially that of acquiring the language. Our new missionaries are well pleased 
with the character of the work done by our native workers, and also with the workers. 
Some additional native workers have recently been secured. We are pleased to know that 
some of these have been raised up through the faithful labors of our native workers. We 
have been called to mourn the loss of our brother Yoshikawa who recently passed from the 
van of the conflict here to his heavenly reward. Our missionaries and native workers have 
recently commenced work at Sumoto, a large town on the island of Awaji. Brother 
Kawabe has spent some time in labors at Osaka, and we are expecting to commence work 
there soon, and make that the headquarters of our work in Japan. The missionaries are 
praying and hoping that we may be able to provide more liberally, means and workers,. 
for the enlargement and establishment of our work there. With their environments, and 
with the needs of the people drawing out their sympathies, and with their own need of 
help from the home land, it is to be expected that their hearts will be turned toward us. 
with a strong desire for additional reinforcements. Donations have been given by a num- 
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ber. of individuals toward the support of native workers. I think by making sufficient 
efforts donations for this purpose might be largely increased and provision made, in this 
way, for the support of all our native workers. The record made thus far by our mission- 
aries and native workers in Japan gives good hope of enlargement and more abundant fruit. 


CHINA 2 


This is a new field which we decided to enter at our meeting held at Greenville, last 
June. Surely it isa very needy and extensive field. An evidence of the increasing foreign 
missionary interest among us is shown by the desire expressed by some of our people in 
different parts to give of their means to send out missionaries to the fields unoccupied by 
us, and by the letters your secretary has received from different persons who are anxious 
to te sent out to such fields. Surely we have great need of the clear guidance and direc- 
tion of the Holy Spirit in order that this growing interest may be directed in such chan- 
nels as are pleasing to the Holy Ghost, and will accomplish the best results. Already more 
than the number of persons whom you approved of your secretary sending to China, have 
applied to be sent out to that field. 

I suppose it will be necessary to wait until our outgoing missionaries to China are on 
the field, and report concerning the money needed to establish the work, before full and 
definite appropriations can be made. With the enlargement of our work by taking in 
China, comes a wider door of privilege and greater responsibilities. Surely we have need 
of increasing prayer, stronger faith, and intensified and wise missionary zeal in order that 
we fail not of accomplishing the work which we have accepted on these different fields. I 
trust that as we are emphasizing the principle of attempting great things for God, that we 
shall have a corresponding faith which expects great things from him. There is nothing 
too hard for the Lord, and he is moving on in his providences, and by his Spirit to mani- 
fest the fulness of his merciful purposes toward the world. May we so wisely apprehend 
our part in this work that we shall fully accomplish the same and come to apprehend, as a 
people, that for which we are apprehended of him. 


LABORS OF RETURNED MISSIONARIES 


The results from the labors of our returned missionaries, Miss Emma Appling, Mrs. 
Lillie Agnew and Miss Clara Leffingwell, have been very encouraging and have tended to 
increase the missionary intelligence and zeal of our people and others. 


THE SECRETARY'S PERSONAL REPORT 


During the past year your secretary has held missionary meetings in thirteen confer- 
ences, labored in six camp-meetings, assisted in holiness conventions and revival services 
jn several states, and attended a number of conferences. In doing this work he has trav_ 
eled 10,779 miles. He is very thankful to the Lord for strength which has been given him 
for service.

Gonumpra River.—‘Miscellaneous”’ :—The eighth session of the Columbia River con- 
ference was held in Tekoa, Washington, April 22-25, 1903. General Superintendent H, P. 
Hart presided and addressed the conference with ability and encouraging words for all. 
The pastors’ reports show a loss of two in full connection but a gain of twelve probationers, 
making a net gain of ten during the year. While this report is not very encouraging 
numerically, yet when we consider all the things through which this conference has passed 
in the last few years there is room for hope, faith and courage to possess us all, and surely 
we need help from above. God is on hand and able to giveneeded grace. The conference 
claims were all paid in full with a surplus of $1.56 in the treasury. B. H. Alberts was 
elected ministerial delegate to the general conference and E, W. Achilles, reserve; Mrs. 
Eva E, Alberts, lay delegate, and Miss H. Luella Betts, reserve. The W. F. M.S., although 
much scattered and laboring against great difficulties, report $177.03 raised for foreign 
missions and $5.40 for delegates’ expenses to the general conference. Miss H. Luella Betts 
was elected W. F. M.S. delegate to the general conference and Mrs. Eva E. Alberts, 
reserve, Conference raised $32 in cash for missions Sunday afternoon and $27 in sub- 
scriptions, besides enough to care for an orphan in Africa.
